WILD AUTO RIDE 
MAY COST A LIFE. 


Solomon Sturges Perhaps Fa- 
tally Injured in a Head-On 
Collision at Dusk in 
Ridge Avenue. 


HEY WORTH CAR WRECKED 


While Scorching North It Hits 
the Machine of J. F. Hall- 
wegen and Is Over- 
turned. 


In a head on coHision between automobiles, 
one of which was running at a epeed of 
thirty-five miles an hour and without lights, 
Solomon Sturges, a prominent Chicago brok- 
er, was injured, perhaps fatally, last evening. 

The automobile In which Mr. Sturges was 
riding, and from which he was hurled, was 
owned and driven by James 0. Heyworth of 
Lake Forest, who aleo was hurt severely, but 
less seriously than Mr. urges, The acci- 
dent occurred on Ridge avenue, near the 
south end of Evanston, where it intersects 
with tuilip avenue. 

The automobile with which Mr. Heyworth’'s 
car collided was owned and operated by J. F. 
Haliwegen, agent for the American Credit 
and Indemnity company. 


Seriously Hurt. 

HEYWORTH, JAMES ©., Lake Forest, member 
of University, Calumet, and South Shore clubs. 
Thrown out of automobile in collision, severely 
cut on right side of head, and rendgred uncon- 
scious. Taken to St. Francis hospital, Evanston; 
will recover. 

STURGES, SOLOMON, 130 Lincoln Part bonle- 
vard, member of Chicago, University, Union, and 
South Shore clubs, and member of broker- 
age Grm of Alfred L. Baker &Co. Thrown out of 
automobile; skull fractured and internal in- 
juries; taken to St. Francis’ hospital, Evanston, 
unconscious; probably will die.

Collision Occurs at Dusk. 

The accident trappened at 6:30 0’ ci just 
as it was gtowing dusk. Mr. Hey wor Mr.

The Hallwegéen party had left 
Chicago at 3 p. m. for a drive along the north 
shore, 

According to witnesses, the collision was 
the result of fast driving on the part of the 
occupants of the Heyworth machine. 
eral persoha tcld the police they had geeh ft 
@0 north in Ridge avenue at a reckless speed 
and apparently not under control of the 
driver, as it swayed back and forth across 


the road. 


Tries to Avoid Scorchers. 

Opposite Oakton avenue, two blocks to the 
north, the automcDile driven by Hallwegen 
slowed down at the west side of the street 
to allow the other vehicle to pass. As it made 
a sharp swerve to the west side of the street 
Mr. Hallwegen attempted to turn to the east 
to allow it to pass, and then was forced to 
turn weet again, as the north bound car took 
the westerly direction. The time and dis- 
tance were too Short and the Heyworth mha- 
chine struck the other broadside and was 
overturned and wrecked. 

Mr. Sturges, Mr. Ayer, and Mr. Heyworth 
were buried to the road, all subsequently 
being taken from under the machine uncon- 
sclous. 

Mr. Hallwegen and Mr. Heed, who were sit- 
ting on the front seat of the other car, were 
thrown over the front, but landed on the 
graes beyond the curbsione. Mrs; Hallwegen 
and Mr. Weathery were seated in the ton- 
neau and were not thrown out. They suf- 
fered no injuries beyond a severe jolting. The 
Heyworth car was badly wrecked, but the 
other machine suffered only slight damage. 


Hallwegen Tells of Crash. 

Shortly after the accident happened, Mr. 
Hallwegen said: 

“I was running south at an easy speed, 
when, in the blur ahead of me, I saw another 
automobile approaching. Apparently it was 
beyond control o. the driver, for it was run- 
ning at a terrific rate of epeed and wabbiing 
from side to side. I turned out as far asl 
could to let it pass, thinking it would get by 
me all right. But ft continued to wabble. 
The front wheels passed mine al] right, but 
jum then the other automobile gave another 
lurch and ite front wheel crashed into and 
earried away the left hind wheel of mine. 

‘ Then the other automobile spun half way 
around and turned over on its side, throwing 
the men out. 
for the accident in any way. The other ma- 
chine did not have any lights.” 


Police Captain on Scene. 

Capt. Marshall of the Ridge avenue police, 
who witnessed the accident, lost no time in 
calling Dr..A. D. Lowell of Rogera Park to 
the scene of the collision to look after the 
injured men. He found Mr. Sturges uncon- 
welous. He had sustained a concussion of 
the brain, a deep cut over the right ey®, and 
probably a fractured skull. 

According to the police captain Mr. Hey- 
worth made every effort to prevent his iden- 
tity and the facts from becoming known. 

“ What Is your name?” asked the captain. 

“ Jones,” replied the automobile owner in 
a dazed manner. 

“Come, tell me your haverrery. a persisted 
the policeman.

POISON THE WEAPON USED. 


Career of the Most Execrated Man in 
Czar’s Service. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 15.~—Gen. Trepoff, 
the most hated agent of the czar, died this 
evening in his villa at Peterbotf. 

The cause of death is officially announced 
as angina pectoris. It is popularly bel'eved, 


however, that Trepoff was a victim of poison ' 


administered several: weeks ago as a climax 
of a terrorist plot. On Aug. 22 Trepoff was 
taken violently ill. On the same d2y his cook 


and three other servants were thrown into 


prison. 

Trepoff has been ill since that date, but 
not confined to hisroom. On last Wednesday 
he was present at the parad® of the Pavlovsky 
regiment, and on Thursday he was pres: nt at 
the landing stage when the cesar and fam:ly 
embarked on the reyal yacht for a eruise in 
French waters. 


Trepoff a Watural Despot. 

Gen. Dmitri Feodorvich Trepoff was a police 
spy, not a soldier, as his,title implied. His 
hame was indelibly HnkeG with reaction and 
oppression in Russia. In many réepécts he 
was & remarkable man. He was a natura! 
despot, a tyrant by inclination, education, 
and conviction. He was one of those men 
who have constantly appeared, like evil geni- 
uses, in Russian history just at the time 


| when conditions were most promising for 


putting an end to despotism to turn the Rus- 
sian rulers from liberalism back into paths of 
reaction. 

It was Trepoff who became the guiding 
*pirit of the reaction after Nicholas Il. had 
issued hie famous manifesto in the fall of. 
1906, promising the people a share in the 
govern ment. 

Like his father before him, Trepoff was a 
poAcemaster with al] that the name involved 
in Russia, and the story of father and son is 
full of dramatic incidents. The elder was a 
foundling. Who his parents were was never 
known. He was found one morning as a 
b.by upon the back doorstep of a German 
family, by whom he was taken in and play- 
fully given the name of Trepp-hof [German 
for doorstep], 


Father Hated Before Him. 


The father entéred the Russian service as | 
an agent of the famous “ third section ’ and | 


distinguished himself. as a member of the 
secret police, During the height of the ni- 
hilists’ conspiracies in the late seventies it 


| Was to him that Alexander Il, confided the 


task of unearthing and running down the 
terrorists who were plotting inst his life, 
The fight between liberalism and reaction 
then, ag later under Trepoff's son, was in 
full swing, and then, ag later, the energies 
of the police were directed against theetudent 
agitation. It was the eléer Trepof whom 
Vera Sassulitch tried to assassinate on Feb. 
6, 1878. 

Dmitri followed his father’s footsteps in 
He attracted the 
attention of Sergius, then governor genera! 
of Moscow, and the most reactionary of the 
grand dukes, and by him was nameéd police 
master of Moscow, Trepoff soon became 
Sergius’ right arm in fighting the revoluticn- 
ary student agitation, of which the ancient 
capital was the hotbed, 

As prefect of the Moscow pclice ap

ie early tf Jenuary, 1905, the char took 
from Grand Duke Serg us the gov’ rnorsh!p 
of Moscow. Trepoff found himeelf wivhcut 
an occupation, for he was dismissed as pre- 
fect of the Moscow police. 

Then came the maesacre of Jan. 22, and 
the czar and the g:and dukes, in a panic of 
fear, decided to place St. Petersburg under 
the rule cf a virtual dictator. Trepcf was 


palace, where he ruled like a czar. He was 
given the title first of chief of police, then 
later of chief of the Russian secret police. 
He had full command of the mil'tary ‘n ihe 
St. P&tersburg district. All civil officials 
were made responsible to him. He was su- 
preme. 

Anarchy prevailed when he arrived. An 
uprising on a large scale was momentarily 
expected. Thousands had fied thec'ty. But 
with Trepoff in the saddle the aspect of affairs 
changed. Trocps filled the streets and d ad 
walls were placarded with m tices that the 
siightest disorder would be euppressed w th- 
out mercy. And under his iron hand ihe city 
became quiet. 

Many Plots to Kill Him. 

During those trying wecks plot after plot 
to kill him was dlecovered and frustrated. 
Two of his own nleces were involved in one 
con piracy. In fact, they attempted to exe 
cute the sentence of the terrorisis. 

But in his dungeonlike room in the center 
of the pa’ace, where no bomb could reach 
him save by shatter'ng a dogen walls, with 
the telephone constenmtly at his side, he issued 
orders and received reports. 

His persona! courage was beyond al! ques- 
tion. He had almost a contempt for death. 
**T am no fool,” he said, “* to be pottedin the 
street. I have work to do, and I propose te 
éo it. I have given my word to my imperial 
master to maintein the tranquillity of the 
city, and T will anewer for the preservation 
of order with my life.” 

Finally the czar wae compelled to yield to 
popu’ar clamor and take from Trepoff the 
dictator'al powers he had been intrueted 
with. Still the czar was mede to bel-eve 
Trepoff alone was capable of safeguarding 
the lives of himself and the imperial family. 
And so he retired to Tsarskoe-Belo to become 
master of the palace. Thrre, in a more con- 
| genial atmosphere, he took the direction of 

the campaign for the restoration of the old 

order of th.ngs. 
| In all six actual. attempts on the life of 
| Gen. Trepoff have been made within the last 

i three years, and only last July Gen Kosloff 
‘ of the headquarters staff wee cesassivated 
‘et Peterhof by a terrorist who believed he 
| was fir.ng upon Trepoff.. But Trepoff escaped 
| the bomb and the bullet only, ae popularly 
believed, to fall a victim to po son.

night Col. Clews is optimistic over the situ- 
ation. He describes the trouble in Pinar del

that there has been considerable fighting and 
that over 100 rebels have been kilied. 

Gen. Pino Guerra war at San Diego, about 
seventy miles irom Havana, last night andis 
supposed to be making his way towards hin- 
con.

For 
a political offerse he had been provided by 
an administrative order with what the 
peasants appropriately call a wolf's paseport, 
which forces him to be a perpetual wan- 
derer on the face of the earth or such part of 
it as is under the dominion of the czar re- 
porting himeelf at specified police stations as 
he goes. ard forbids all the czar's eubiects to 
give him shelter for more than one night.

The noise of a storm and the rattling 
and thumping of the ecow prevent:d her 
cries being heard. It was not until the crew 
of the ecow went forward to haul up the 
leaves of the bottom, to make ready for an- 
other lcad, that the girl's cries were heard, 
and she was drawn up, still clinging to the 
hoisting chain. 


Climax to a “Liquor Party.”’ 

The tragedy and Fannie Day’s-esc: pe from 
death marked the climax of what she de- 
scribes as ‘“‘a liquor party on a launch.”’ 
Nine cf those who were saved knew much 
about those who were drowned; who are de- 
scribed as Mrs. Saunders, a tall, cark woman, 
wearing eyeglasses, and a tall, dark man. 
The living are Fanny Day. her chum, Mabel 
Cooke, and the three men, who only would 
say their names were Kleese, Phillips, and 
Dodds. They mace themselves ‘scarce soon 
after their rescue. 

The whcle background of the tragedy and 
the wcnderful feat cf Fannie Day is as taw- 
dry as might be imagined. Telling the story 
of her experience and of the inc:dents lead- 
ing up to it at her home tonight, the girl still 
found it difficult to be Neve she was alive. 

The party of eight left Sheepshead biy after 
dinner ‘on a small auxiliary launch, rigged 
with sails anda naphthaeng!ne. None of the 
men knew much about running the cng:ne. 
All were more or lees interested in the liquor 
which, the girl said, tock up all the space cn 
the launch not occupied by its eight occu- 
pants. 


Scow Runs Down Helplees Boat. 

They had not gone far out into the bay, 
when the engine broke down. It started up 
again, and the mén let the launch drift 
whither it would, and nobody cared. Then 
it stopped again, and there was no naphtha 
left to start it up. The-meén tried to hoist a 
sail, but they. knew less about that than they 
did about the engine, and the sail was blown 
inio shreds. Still. nobody on the launch 
cared particularly. 

All night the launch tossed about in the 
bay. At dawn the scow tow hove in sight, 
bearing down on it. The launch party, now 
thorough a of their cruise and beginning 
to be afraid, frantically signaled for aid. 
But the mien on the tug towing thes s, the 
girl said, just laughed and went ahead. The 
last scow on the line was thumping: along 
broadside to its course on one hawser, for 
the other had snapped. It was bearing down 
directly on the helplegs launch. 


Girl Comes Up in Mud Dumper. 

*“*Just as soon as I saw it coming,” said 
Fannie Day, “I took off my hat and jacket 
and got ready to divein when the bump came. 
Klees did the same. I had it al] figured out 
that as [ was a gocd swimmer: I could dive 
when the boats hit and then come up and 
grab op to the launch after it upset, because 
I knew it was going to. The scow came at 
us, and, just as we thought we were going 
to clear, the launch gave a lurch and we 
went bang into the scow. I jumped. I took 
a deep dive and held my breath. 

** When I started to come up I remembered 
enough to put my hands up above my head 
to guard it from bumping against the bottom 
of the launch, until al lof a sudden I got up 
into the alr. My head got out of water and 
right in front of. me was a big chain. f 
grabbed that and started to yell. I knew 
right away that I wasn’t anywhere near 
the launch, becauge there weren't any chains 
on that. I could see a hole up above me 
with a bit of sky. 


Hangs On to Chain and Yells. 

“It was a sort of a well, with boards on 
all sider of me. I hung on to the chain 
and kept cz:@jng for help. My voice gave 
out after aw™uale and ali | could do was to 
hang there. I got my feet braced up against 
the boards and found that there was a sort 
of shelf down on the bottom of one board 
ond I got over there. The whole board was 
wet and slimy. A lot of garbage clung to 
it, and I had a hard time sitting there and 
hoiding on to the chain. I thought it was 
the last scow that I was in, and after a 
while, when I began to get so tired ail over 
that I could hardify hold on, I started calling 
out again. 

“There wasn’t any answer. I managed 
to roll up my skirt s0 as to put it over my 
head to keep the stuff that was washing off 
the boarde from getting into my face and 
fair. It wae twice as hard making myseif 
heard through the ekirt, but I had to’keep 
on yelling aH the time. I don't know how 
long I wae there. 


Noise Drowns Her Cries for Help. 

“ Dozens of times I wasall ready to give up 
and let mywelf glide into the water. After a 
while I slid off the ledge and etarted to swim 
with one arm holding the chain, just to give 
my muscles a change inexercise. I was tired 
all over after a while and could hardly get 
back on the shelf. It was awful down there 

“The water wWae rough and the scow 
pitched a lot. I got bruised bumping against 
the chain on one side and the boards on the 
other. When I had been there a long time I 
began to give up hope that any one would 
hear me. It seemed asif all the noise that the 
water was making rurching aga!nst the boat 
and the puffing of the tug. and the creaking 
of the ropes was extra loud s0 as to drown out 
my voice. 

“ My strength gave out all of a sudden and 
I fell off the shelf. I let out one lest scream 
and the boat must have slowed down all of a 
sudden, because it seemed quieter all at once. 
Then there was aranewering shout. I put all 
that I could into holding on to the chain, be- 
ing afraid tha: just making « hard try to 
scream would throw me off the chain. 


Plight Discovered Just in Time. 

“Then a Pan's head chowed over the edge 
of the well and he looked down. - At first he 
couldn't see me, apparently, but a gcod, 
hearty shriek told him where I was. Then 
he rushed away and pretty socn some piece 
of machinery got to work, I guees, because 
the chain I wae on started to move up. It 
took about an hour, it seemed, to get me up 
on deck, but all of a sudden the boards that 


| had been elongside me came together under 


me and I was dragred up on deck.” 

George Lytle, the firet officer of the Jullfa 
C. Moran, the tug towing the scow, said the 
or.¢ in which the girl found herself is fitted 
up with a patent bottom that falls out in 
two leaves caught by chaing. When the 
ecow is dumpec away out In the ocean they 
let the leaves hang down, so that they can 
get washed free of the stuff carriéd out. 
The leaves form a well, with the chains in- 
side of it. It was off Thirtieth street, four 
miles from the scene of the ccllision, that 
the tug slowed down, providentially for Mies 
Day. It was explained that there was no 
one at work on the Olympia, and for that 
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having their own troubles navigating the 
cranky fleet in the rough weather. ~ 

The three men and the woman who saved 
themselves by clinging to the launch after it 
capsized were picked up fifteen minutes later 
by a boat from the inccming steamer El 
Paso. They refused to tell their names on 
board the El Paso, and were transferred at 
Quarantine to the tug McCaldine Brothers, 
which carried them over to the Marine hcs- 
pital at Stapleton. The three men left at 
once, while Miss Cooke was taken to the in- 
firmary at Port Richmond,

The 
savings account means to him the differ- 
ence between success and failure, and \I 
am sure the laboring man who opposes it 
does so because he does not understand 
what the system is to be. I should be proud, 
if I.should be sent to Congress, to be the 
author of such a bill as would make these 
banks possible, and, in any event, I shall 
continue to do all in my power to bring 
about the paseage of such an act.’ 


O’Brien Shows System’s Workings. 

Quin O’Brien took ds the burden of hie ad- 
drees an explanation of the probable uses to 
which the money which would be placed in 
the hands of the government would be put. 
He said it was not the practice in other coun- 
tries, or the Intention of the advocates of 
the system here, to cause the proposed 2 per 
cent interest to be paid by taxation. Part of 
the money, he said, might. be used to pay off 
the national debt; suggestions had been made 
to use it in buying up state and municipal 
bonds, while it aleo was probable the money 
might be used in constructing public bulld- 
ings when they were needed. 

“ At any rate,” he said, “the good wil! be

PUNY RAGE NEWEST PERIL 


BRITAIN WARNED AGAINST BIG 
BIRTH RATE AMONG POOR. 


Sir James Crichton-Browne Stirs Na- 
tion by Pointing Out That Repro- 
duction Is Left Almost Wholly to 
Lower Classes—Only Hope Seems 
to Be in Mother from Farms ~ 
Fashionables Scored for Not Bear- 


ing Children. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Widespread attention 
has been attracted by alarmist opinions ex- 
pressed concerning certain vital social prob- 
lems by Sir James Crichton Browne in his 
presidential addregs to the sanitary inspec- 
tors’ congress at Blackpool. He discussed 
race suicide, not from the point of view of a 
falling birth rate, but in regard to the close 
relationship existing between undesirable so- 
cia] conditions and a high birth rate. 

“We have,” said Sir James, “a reduced 
fertility in the more intellectual, the more 
prosperous, the more thrifty, and clean- 
ly classes, which cannot be accounted for by 
the variation in the mean age of possibly pro- 
ductive, wives. 


Hope in Mothers from Farms. 


“Some hope might be found in the fact that | 


the operative causes of a low birth rate have 
not yet affected the rural population, from 
which we might hope to draw invigorating 
elements. The relative fertility of women 
living in the country is from 8 to 11 per cent 
greater than of women iiving in towns. But 
urbanigdtion is going on at a rate that must 
rapidly reduce and, before long cut off the 
supplies from this source of sound, progres- 
sive human material. 

“In the main.the decline must be ascribed 
either to physica] degeneration which is af- 
fecting reproductive power and d!minishing 
fecundity or to a willful, systematic preven- 
tion of child bearing. It is race failure or race 
suicide we have to deal with—or simply race 
failure—for the deterioration of the moral 
standard, which the practice of race suicide 
implies, in itself is an indication of debility 
anddéecay. 


Bace Struggle Still On. 

“The racial struggle for existence is not 
over and finally decided in our favor. The 
strategy of the struggle and the weapons em- 
ployed in it are changing daily. But it goes 
on. If a second Hague conference tomorrow 
were to succeed in abolishing war and secur- 
ing. universal disarmament, it would only 
mask the conflict and perhaps hasten the 
catastrophe. 

“ The declining birth rate, especially among 
the best breeds, means a diminishing racial 
resistance. 

“ Rapid locomotion is a craze which in- 
volves blindness to natural beauty. In fact, 
fast automobiling, at the worst, tends toward 
homicidal mania. The confirmed automo- 
bilist must become sluggish in intellect and 
excitabje in temper.” 

Sir James believed in the newspaper cure 
for that essentially modern complaint, nerve 
lassitude, as is apparent in the following 
sentence: 

“I say deliberately. that the newspaper, 
with all its faults, is one of the bulwarks of 
sanity in the present epech. It is the anti- 
dote to corroding egotism and gives a world- 
‘wide horizon to the purblind.and short- 
“sighted. 

“It is real earnest in its tragedy and 
comedy. .The novel is only make-believe. 
The newspaper supplice snacks of |! 
in the form of gossip, it manufactures heroes 
by the dozen, it furnishes easily digestible 
intellectual pabulum. Many men have been

The court submitted the form of the bal- 
lots in evidence of his. conclusion that the 
Mueller certificate ordinance was voted on 
at last spring's election, the claims of the 
complainants to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

Will Not Extend Franchise. 


Attorney Shope had argued that in the 
event of foreclosure proceedings brought 
by holders of the certificates a purchasing 
private corporation might get the right to 
operate the lines for more than twenty 
sears. He contended a!so that the ordinance 
extends the credit on the certificates to 
thirty years. The court held otherwise, de- 
claring the credit on the certificates not a 
violation of the law because the certificates 
do not constitute an indebtedmess of the city. 
Then he addec: 

‘It seems clear there is allowed no oper- 
ation of street railways by a private corpora- 
tion beyond the twenty years. During the 
pendency of the foreclosure proceedings the 
operation provided for by the ordinance is 
oy a trustee who is & mere agent, not of the 
purchaser, but of the city and the holders 
of the certificate, or by the receiver of the 
court, who acts for the court until the sale 
is made.”’ 

The contention that the people had not 
heen allowed a proper choice as to the differ- 
ert uses to which the certificates would be 
put the court held untenable, declaring that 
the choice rests with the city officials, not 
the voters, who merely cecide whether the 
certificates are to be issued for all purposes 


or not. 
Lien May Secure Certificates. 


The court. found no objection in the plan 
for covering aN the properties with a lien 
which will secure all of the $75,000,000 cer- 
tifieates without reference to when any of 
them may be issued or paid. Judge Windes 
gail the act and’ ordinances should’ be in- 


terpreted broadly on this point thus: 


‘* From a consideration of the act and ordi- 

nances in connection with Their object, as 
disclosed by their language and cur rent his- 
tory of Chicago for years prior to‘their adop- 
tion, there is no doubt in the mind of the 
court that they are intended to present one 
general scheme for the municipaligation of 
street railways in Chicago as fast as it is 
possible and practicable. 
. '* This being so, it is reasonable to construe 
both the statute and ordinances with that 
general purpese in mind. Many railway se- 
curities, as is well known, are issued on like 
general schemes, some of them being pur- 
chased before any pari wf the road is itn 
existence: and others from time to time as 
it is constructed. 

“They are all on equality as soon as Issued, 


times. ast and to the extent that those 
| first maturing are paid the security of those 
| running a longer time is increased; The 
cost of operation and maintenance of the 
road may bankrupt it after some of the 
securities have been paid, and there may be 
great loss to the holders of those remaining 
unpaid. 

“The certificates In question, tn theory at 
least, are liable to like results, but, in the 
court's opinion, the general scheme of the 
ordinance complies with the spirit and real 
intention of the law.” 


“Victory!” Cries “Dr.” Fisher. 

“It is a victory for the city all along the 
line; said Traction Counsel Walter L, Fish- 
er after the hearing. ‘ The court held that 
the objectione to the Mueller law and the 
certificate ordinances are not good. The iaw 
is constitutional and the ordinances comply 
with the law. 

“One great feature of the decision is the 
court's finding that the certificates are not a 
liability against the city. The statute stipu- 
lates they shall not be an obligation of the 
city, and the ordinances and the trust deed 
reiterate that stipulation. The certificates 
rest entirely on the property and its revenue. 

‘* A gecond important point is that a fore- 
closure purchaser geta no right to operate 
— twenty years.” 

Fisher then out'ined the municipal 
wacteui program as given.in the foregoing. 

“ The city counc'l’s local transportation 
committee,” he comménted, “ may make an 
agreement with the companies for tie re- 
construction of the properties, and retention 
of them until purchased. But if these negc- 
tiations fail we shall fall back on our powers 
under the Mueller law. We should have a 
decision from the Supreme court by January 
or February. If it is favorable the mayor 
could then submit the operation proposition 
to the peapie again at the spring election, and 
then go ahead to purchase or to construct an 
independent municipal system.”

“Judge Windes took up the various points 


seriatim and decided most of thent adverse- 
ly to the taxpayers,” said Mr. Shope. “ His 
course, as he said. candidly, was largely 
based on the theory that the general intent 
on the part of’the legislature in passing the 
Mueller law was to authcrize the general 
municipalization of the street railways in 
Chicago and elsewhere. He held many things 
which we regarded as unconstitutional to fall 
within the rule that the general purpose of a 
legislative act must be given effect. On that 
theory he seemed to slide over a number of 
unconstitutional details. 

“He held the ordinance valid in toto, and 
his reasoning there, to my mind, was unsat- 
isfactory. I have lost no jot of faith in the 
ultimate outcome of the case. In my judg- 
ment there were many points to which the 
answers were obvious even though, as he 
said, he did not go into details.

Other Tricks of Ratemakers. 

“ When the schedule rate on some commod- 
ity largely controlled by a great corporation 
is, say, $3 a ton, Chicago to the Missouri 
river, the sales agent, in the month of July, 
will come to an understanding with some 
or all of the railways that he will ship a big 
tonnage in October if he can be assured of 
a ‘schedule rate '—no rebates taken—of §2 

a ton in October. 

‘‘ armed with this understanding, he con- 
tracts with all the principal dealere on and 
west of the Missouri river to delivér after 
Oct. 1 their winter’s supply at a price based 
on the $2 rate. 

‘*At the proper time each line issues a 
single leaf schedule, naming the $2 rate. It 
is filed among 3,000,000 schedules in the office 


of the Interstate Commerce commission and 


buried in the thousands of schedules at the 

stations. Nobody but the party with whom 

the understanding was had knows about it. 
Two or Three Rates at Once. 

“ another method is to build up a.long. 
schedule of apparently specific rates, and * 
then print a rule on another schedule that a 
certain rate like the St. Louis rate shall be 
the maximum rate of the schedule, and on 
still another schedule, a rule ¢hat the Mem- 
phis rate, which is lower than the St. Louis 
rate, shall be the maximum.. By this device 
two, three, or More schedule rates can be 
maintained at the same time—the smal! ship- 
pers and the unsophisticated always paying 
the highest rates.” 

The only power in the country which can 
stop these practices, Mr. Stickney declares, 
is the interstate commerce commission, and 
it ‘‘should prescribe a uniform form for 
schedules and should give the companies.no- 
tice that it would hereafter neither accept 
nor file illegal schedules.’”’ 

The commission itself, Mr. Stickney says, 
has repeatedly admitted that most of the 
2,500,000 echedules that have been filed with it 


are illegal.

TEACHERS HAN DS. 


Dr. Guerin, New Trustee, Offers 
Plan to. Democratize the 
* System. 


SHOWS TREND.OF BOARD, 


Proposal May Not Be Adopted in 
Entirety, but It’s a Hint 
of the Future. 


A plan for democratiszing the public schools ! 
by annihilating Supt. Cooley’s promotional 


examination and secret marking systems, | 


curtailing the powers of the district superin- 
tendents, and basing edvances in salaries 
of teachers upon efficiency as demonstrated | 
in teachers’ meetings, was made public yes- 
terday by Dr. Johm Guerin, one of Mayor 
Dunne’s hew appointees to the school board. - 

Whether Dr. Guerin’s plan shall he adopted | 
in its entirety by the board of education, it 
is believed generally in educational circles | 
that it points.out the direction of the new 
board’s activities and reveals their plan for | 
the complete cnorennrenties of the public 
school system. 


Radical Changes Proposed. 

Dr. Guerin’s scheme for reorganization con- 
templates the following radical changes in . 
methods of school government and adminis- 
tration: 

Destruction of Supt. Cooley's promotional ex- 
amination and secret marking systems by substi- 
tuting for them conferences of teachers, open to 
the genera! public, and to be attended by board 
members, at which all pedagogical questions are 
to be thoroughly diecussed. The efficiency of 
teachers is to be judged by the showing they make 
in these conferences. 

Teachers are to be allowed to take voluntary 
examinations for promotion to principalships, head 
assistantehips, end high school poaitions. 
.Bilection by the teachers of a council of sixteen 
members to advise board of education and Supt. 
Cooley on all educational questions. 

Election by the people of the various school dia- | 
tricts of a citizen to represent them on a commis- 
sion of citizens, whose duty it shall be to inepect | 
and supervise the work of the schools and report | 
to the board amd Supt. Cooley. 


Dr. Guerin First with a Plan. 


Dr. Guerin gave out his plan in detail, dic- . 
tating the entire interview to a reporter for 
THe TRIBUNE. He is the first of the new ap- 
pointees to come forward with a definite . 
plan for reorganization. 

“Do you favor the appointment of an ad- 
visory committee of teachers?” he was 
asked. 

ee T do.”’ 

‘‘Won’t such an organization. interfere 
with Supt. Cooley in. the exercise of the du- 
ties of his office?’ 

“It will not,” replieg Dr. Guerin. “ This 
committee of teachers should consist of at 
least one member from each grade in the ele- 
mentary schools, one representative of the 
kindergartens, four-elementary school prin- 
cipals, two high school teachers, and the 
principal of the normal! school.” 

‘* How should the committee be selected?’ 

‘“Bach member should be elected by the 
teachers of the grade in which she belongs. 
The representatives of the principals should 
be elected by the principals, the high school 
representatives by the high school teach- 
ers, etc. 

‘‘This committee should be required to 
meet from. time to time and discuss ail mat- 
ters pertaining to the education of all the 
children in ali the public schools of Chicago. 
“Piiey shovld.besrequired to send a report of 
whatever conclusions they may reech to the 
superintendent of schools, and by him this 
report sho be forwarded to the board, to- 
gether with any commepts he may fee| dis- | 


posed to make.” 
New Test for Promation. 


Dr. Guerin then outlined his proposed sub- 
stitute for the promotional examination sys- 
tem. 

‘“Y would. organize the principals and 
teachers of the elementary schools into 
groupe of 400 or more. I would have theee 
groups meét at intervals of from two to four 
weeks in different school houses throughout 
the city, but all meetings should not be at 
the same time. 

“At these meetings I would have a cheir- 
man and secretary appointed by the members 
of the group. The chairman should be re- 
quired to divide the different groups into 
sections, Each section should discuss the 
best method of teaching some particular 
subject." Fog example, there should be @ 
section in reading, a section in writing, a 
section on arithmetic, etc., including every 
subject taught in the publie elementary 
schools. 

“By the continuation of this method all 
the time teachers would progress in scholar- 
ship as well as in the best methods of theo- 
retical and practical teaching, and would not 
require a promotional exantination to test 
their scholarship or efficiency. 

“It should bé entirely optional for the 
teackers to attend these meetings, but I ve- 
lieve that all good teachers would avail

OUTCOME OF BRYAN FEUD. | 


Demand for $50,000 Is Made by 
Man Who Was Called an 
‘“‘Uneonvicted Felon.’’ 


The Hlinois Gemocratic contest in which 
Wiliam Jennings Bryan end Roger C. Bulli- 
van have been the chief actors will be taken 
into the courts tomorrow. Suit for $50,000 
damages for libel will be instituted against 
Mr. Sullivan by the law firm of Oliver 
& Mecartney, for Theodore Nelson, one of 
the leaders in the Majority Rule and the Inde- 
pendence leagues. 

The amount to be named in the bill repre- 
sents in financial terme the extent of the 
injury alleged to have been done Mr. Nelson 
by the statements which Mr. Sullivan tncor- 
porated regarding him in the reply to Bryan 
which he issued from New York Sept. 7. 

This was a reply to Bryan's Chicago speech 
in which he reiterated statements derogatory 
to Sullivan and which brought forward the 
counter blast in which Sullivan referred to 
Mr. Nelson as follows: 

“Theodore Nelson, an unconvicted felon, 
who, by the grace of the statute of limita- 
tions, was permitted to preside at mr. Bryan’s 
banquet instead of wearing stripes in the 
penitentiary for stealing public funds.” 

The suit for damages will be based on 
this statement. The attorneys are now try- 
ing to establish the fact that Mr. Sullivan 
was the author of the statement in which this 
reference to Mr. Nelson was included and 
that he was the author of the particular 
lg which will be the ground for the 
suit. 

Sullivan Will Demand Proof. 

Mr. Sullivan was asked during the day tf 
he were willing to acknowledge for legal pur- 
poses that he was the author of the etate- 
ment. That he was the author is easily sus- 
ceptible to proof, but he said he preferred 
that the prosecution, when it became the 
prosecution, should prove its case all along 
the line, starting with proof that he made the 
statement. 

This suit will give a new impetus to the 
fight between the possible presidential candi- 
date and the national committeeman from 
Illinois. Mr. Nelson, with Judge Owen P. 
Thompson and Millard Fillmore Duniap of 
Jacksonville were attacked by Mr. Sullivan 
as partisans of the Majority Rule league to 
which Bryan threw his influence. 

The case which the statement regarding 
Mr. Nelegon is based on has been held to in- 
volve the controversy arising out of suits 
started by the county board in 1906 against 
S. P. Chase, former recorder, to recover 
money alleged to have been taken without 
warrant. Mr. Nelson ‘was the chief clerk of 
the recorder at the time. Three attempts 
were made to indict Chase, all failing, and 
civil suite to recover the money have been 
hanging fire for ten years. 


Another Candidate Withdraws. 

Another democratic candidate has with- 
drawn from the democratic ticket. A.E. Bond, 
nominee for the house of| representatives in 
the Twenty-third senatorial district, hae sent 
a letter to County Chairman O'Connell de- 
clining to run. He also makes a statement, 
in which he says that he will not be a candi- 
date ‘‘ under the auspices of corporation in- 
terests.’’

Attorney Comerford would not say whether 
the prosecution still contended that it could 
prove that the Hagemann burglary was @ 
job put up by Lavin. 

“TI am certain,” he said, “that we have 
shown the commission that Lavin had guilty 
knowledge of Mahoney's participation in the 
burglary and that he will be discharged for 
bis neglect of duty in not prosecuting the 
felonious ceman. 

“We dans shown that Lavin made a de- 
liberate misstatement when he denied any 
knowledge of the inventory of the stolen 
Hagemann jewelry, although, he must have 
seen the inventory book a thousand times. 
He said he did not know the handwriting. 
Then we put on the stand Eugene Fitzpat- 
rick, Lavin'’s private secretary, who testified 
that the Hagemann inventory had been 
written by him under Lavin's orders and 
that the time and place of the recovery of 
the goods had purposely been left blank. 

“This record of the stolen property, made 
under Lavin's direction, fatled also to give 
‘the name of the person (Mahoney) who re- 
covered it, as the rules of the police require. 
This was a clear neglect of duty, or, worse 
sti, an effort to shield some one. - ; 

‘Frank Hamline, park policeman, told the 
commission that he had informed Lavin that 
Mahoney was in the vicinity of the burglary. 
Lieut. Clancy gave him the same informa- 
tion, on a report made by Sergt. O'Brien. 
James Carroll and Sergt. Sandstrom notified 
Lavin that Mahoney was in the vicinity of 
the Hagemann store during the burglary. 
Yet Lavin failed to proceed against the po- 
liceman—a clear neglect of duty.’’ 


Predicts Victory for Lavin. 
“Tt is too late in the day to discharge a

Chief Collins was most mysterious about 
the visit of the captains and lieutenants to 
his office in. the late afternoon and evening. 
It took hours to coach them all. 

“ Police business—cannot discuss it,””’ wag 
all he would say. 

Some of the captains, not a few of whom 
were friendly to Lavin, were not soreticent. 

‘* Of course,” said one, * when we are asked 
before the commission whether we would 
enter the n e of a policeman finding stolen 
property on the inventory book we would an- 
swer ‘yes.’ But this is not a rigid rule. It 
is left to the discretion of the commanding 
officer. In the case of a stool pigeon, such 
as Mahoney tvas—or appeared to be—ib would 
be entirely proper to omit his name from the 
inventory and entry relating to the stolen 
property.”’ 

While Attorney Comerford has the police 
officers on the stand he will try to bring out 
other evidence damaging to Lavin and his 
treatment of the Hagemann jewelry case, in 
the capacity of expert witnesses.

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Rapid increase in Flocks. 


The largest element of profit in the sheep 
business is the natural increase in the flocks. 
Often this.increase is 100o%—that is, every ewe 
rears a lamb—but 80% is a conservative esti- 
mate. So, starting with 35,000 breedimg ewes, 
the herd would be increased in one year by 
28,000 lambs, givirrg a total of 63,000 head. 

Take a flock of 100 breeding ewes, and fig- 
ure on an 80% basis for each year (allowing 
for the fact that ewes do not produce lambs 
until 2 years old), in five years the flock would 
increase to 710 head. At a valuation of $4.00 a 
head, the flock would increase in value from 
the original $4.00 to over $28.00 in five years.

‘RULES ON PRAIRIE CHICKENS. 


Attorney General Stead Holds Closed 
Law Expires July 1, 1907—An- 
other Act May Be Passed. 


Bloomington, Il., Sept. 15.—[Special.}—The 
controversy regarding the time when the 
closed law concerning prairie chickens ex- 
pires was ended this week, when Attorney 
General W. H. Stead handed down a decision 
fixing the time of expiration as July 1, 1907. 

The hunters’ licenses issued during the last 
few years all give that date as the time re- 
gardiess of the fact that the last legislature 
extended the time four years from the date 
when the act of July 1, 1907, was passed. The 
attorney general holds that the extension of 
the time was fllegal, as the four year prohibi- 
tion previously in force was not interfered 
with: therefore the previous action has pref- 
erence. 

Most of the Illinois sportsmen believe it 
would be wise to give the chickens two more 
years of protection, as they do not increase 
rapidly. It is possible that the legislature at 
ite session next spring may adopt another 
act which will extend additional protection. 
The recommendations of the state game com- 
missioner in this particular will ne doubt be 
respected by the lawmakers.

Upon what smal! things the results of 
baseball depend can be guessed when it ts 
known that a 46 cent bucket of paint won 
the National League pennant for Balti- 
more two years in succegsion. The men 
who composed the three times chanipion 
Orioles al] admit the fact that the bucket 
of paint had more to do with their pennant 
winning than anything else. 

The facts are these: The Orioles were 
net hitting. They could not find out why 
until one day Willie Keeler remarked that 
the ball when pitched from the pitcher's 
box was the same color as the center fleld 
fence and that the bal! was lost to them 
against the dark background. The players 
get themselves down to figure it out, and 
in the end they figured that the reason 
they were not hitting was because 
there was a lack of relief in the color 
scheme of the grounds. The bat boy was 
sent in a hurry fora pot of white paint and 
a patch of the fence in center field, exactly 
on a line with the pitcher’s box and the 
plate. was daybed white. The paint made 
a difference of nearly forty points per man 
in their batting averages that season, and 
they won the pennant. 

After that the space in center on 
most of the big league ba!) grounds was 
kept clear, or painted in some color that 
would assist the team in its hitting.

The color scheme in baseball is more im- 
portant than the casual observer woulc 
suppose. For instance, the Polo grounds 
is one of the hardest grounds in the world 
for an outfielder. Back of the grand stand 
rises a huge bluff—* Coogan's bluff "and 
the stand is built partly on the side of the 
hill. Naturally the shadow of the stand 
and the bluff lies heavy over the fleld, as 
far out as second base in the late after- 
noon, and the outfieiders have great diffi- 
culty in seeing the ball until it rises <« ¢ 
of the shadow and above the sky line. 
The players learn to judge balis by the 
way they sound against the bat, but visit- 
ing players at the Polo grounds have @ 
hard time judging line @rives.

For years the New York players have 
’ fad the advantage because of the color 
scheme of their grounds. In center field !s 
a panel of color to relieve the batter’s eye 
and show the ball in relief against it, 
while to mitigate the effects of the shadow 
sections of the front of the stand and even 
the bowlders on the hillside have ‘been 

painted. 


BY HUGH S. FULLERTON. 


Those mechanical aids for batting are 
great things. Almost every home team 
has its grounds arranged for relief in 
color, so that they can, by looking at a 
certain spot, be certain to see the ball 
It is not necestary for the ball to rise 
against the relief background, but It is 
necessary for the player's eye to be filled 
with the color, so that when he leoks at 
the ball it stands out in relief against the 
color which still is —eo on the retina 
of his eye. 

Experimenting ope time with Bill 
Hutchison, the old Yale star and later 
one of Anson's best plichers, I tried to see 
what effect color had on the eye of the bat- 
ter. I took only three colors, green, red, 
and white, and secured pieces of card- 
boara of those coldrs. My theory was that 
the player, if he looked steadily at the 
cards before batting, would retain that 
color scheme on the retina and either 
lose the ball entirely or see it more vivid- 
ly.. Hutchison agreed to try the experi- 
ment in practice, and we went to work. 

Bill would sit and gaze steadfastly at 
the white card and then goto bat. Then 
he would try the green, then the red. 
After a week. We came to the conclusion 
that green was the only thing to use. 
Bill, who naturally was a bad hitter, 
would look at the green card for a minute 
and then swat the ball all over the lot. 
Red improved his batting somewhat, but 
after he had looked at white for a time he 
could not see the ball at all. 


Everybody knows that green is restful 
to the eyes and white is not, but the result 
of the test was surprising for all that. 

We urged the theory on the other play- 
ers, but, alas for science, they scoffed 
at us, 

Later we tried painting the ball different 
colors and using the colored cards, and 
discovered beyond a doubt that green is 
the color to make men bat. The scientific 
principle involved may not be understood 
by the players, but In half of the grounds 
in the country there is a big panel of 
fence painted green, on a line with the 
home plate and the pitcher’s box. 

I would like to experiment now with 
photo brown, shutting players up in a 
room of that color and then sending them 
out to bat. I'll wager it would improve 
their hitting 20 per cent. 

~>- 

One of the best hitting pitchers that ever 
lived, Walter Thornton, who was driven 
out of baseball because of the personal 
dislike of an official of the National 
league to him, had a scheme which 
worked well and which ‘he claimed aided 
him in batting. He simply sat and held 
his fingers tight against his eyes for sev- 
eral minutes before@going to bat. Shut- 
ting out all light," hé, claimed, rested his 
eyes after pitching a hard inning, and he 
went to bat with eyes fresh and steady. 

And how he did hit them! How he did 
hit them!

Pietro Gladiator Browning tried every 
treatment possible for his eyes to keep 
them clear. Smoking a cigaret on the 
bench was one of his ideas, and he car- 
ried an eye wash with him which he 
poured into his eyes just before going to 
Dat. 

Most of the schemes of players to keep 
their “ eyes in,’’ as they say, are ridicu- 
lous, but there is no reason why a lot of 
players should not follow Hterally the ad- 
vice of the bléacherites and “ see an ocu-. 
list."". Any good oculist can devise a color 
scheme that will help the batter.

LONDON, Sept. 14.—Capt. Frank Bedding- 

ton gives his views on the plan for a boat 
race next year between Yale and Oxford or 
Cambridge. He thinks Cornell would have 
beaten Cambridge, 

“ Although this would be an Inccetinate 
popular event,”’ he writes, “ it is difficult to 
imagine that public interest here would be 
the same as it was in the recent contest, 
What would arouse national enthusiasm to 
a far greater extent would be a race between 
Cornell and the Cambridge crew that de- 
feated Harvard, It is‘easy to see the reasons 
in favor of this, 


Delay as to Challenge. 

First of all as regards the projected match 
with Oxford or Cambridge, nothing could. be 
done till after the inter-university race here 
next spring, as it would not please us to see 
beaten the crew to compete in a race that is 
almost international. Therefore the chal- 
lenge would have to be thrown out to the 
winners of the English university race. That 
delays negotiations till after next April. 
Cornell has beaten Harvard this year and 
Cornell rows in the American style. Cam- 
bridge is representative of the English uni- 
versity crew, which holds an unbeaten cer- 
tificate and could scarcely, after recent 
events, refuge to row Cornell. 

“This race would settle the question of 
style in rowing. Which is best, Amer- 
ican or English style, the recent contest did 
not prove. Much as the style of the Har- 
vard boys resembles that of Cambridge, 
there are many who go ao far as to say that 
both crews learned and copied something 
from one another. They may have done 80 
during their practice rows, but this would 
not affect their race. Any experienced hand 
Can testify that newly acquired habits in- 
variably are thrown aside when it comes to 
an actual ra¢e. 


Coach Rarely a Sculler. 

“The amateur rowing coach rarely has 
been a sculler. If so, he almost inevitably 
has employed a professional sculler.to see to 
all the details for him, to train him, and coach 
him, I think I already have proved that pro- 
fessionals understand our rowing, for four 
oared noncoxswain rowing is admittedly the 
most scientific in the world, and the English 
champion four rowed three miles on still 
water with one turn in seventeen minutes. 
This I have mentioned before, but K is an im- 
portant fact in connection with any improve- 
ment in rowing, and untill four amateurs can 
row as fast I shall contimue to pin my faith 
to the professional coach or to give him his 
proper description, ‘ professor of rowing.’ 

“ Now I must point out one or two things 
that should interest those who so far have 
followed the arguments and really are con- 
cerned in the matter. Neerly all judges de- 
clare that immense improvement was dis- 
tinctly noticeable in the Harvard crew dur- 
ing ite stay here. It was something remark- 
able, Indeed, so much so, that it was the 
opinion of many that if they had been as good 
when they competed against the Cornell crew 
the latter certainly would have been defeated 
by them. That is to say, when they 
rowed Cambridge they were a better crew 
than Cornell and yet, theugh they did not 
keep up their form in the race, Cambridge 
wae fully extended and won only by two 
lengths. Hence it is plain Cornell would have 
beaten Cambridge. Ie that so? That's what 
all wish to know on this side of the Atlantic.” 


Authors Fight Copyright Law. 

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 15.—The invitation tend- 
ered by the United States to Sweden to conclude 
a copyright treaty is meeting with heated opposi- 
tion om the part of the Publicist club. A majority 
of the members are against the treaty. The sale of 
books to the United States is a valuable source of 
income to Swedish-American publishers, and it was 
contended that the treaty would kill this business.

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MYSTERY OF LOSTCROWN; 
JEWEL TAKEN FROM CHURCH. 


Tale of Marauding Motorists Factor in 
Strange Case Reported in Paris—Vil- 
lagers Distressed Over Lost Treasure. 


PARIS, Sept. 15.—A crown which was con- 
structed at a cost of $100,000 when the pope 
decreed the honors of coronation to Saint 
Michel jn 1875 has mysteriously disappeared 
from the ancient church which crowns the 
rock of Mont St. hel off the coast, not 
far from St. Malo, 

The crown disappeared in the night—which 
night is not known. A lawsuit as to ite pos- 
session is pending between the government 
and the church, and suspicion Was naturally 
directed in the first instance against the 
priests, who were believed to have concealed 
it in the fear that the case might go against 
them.

SOCIALISTS MAKE A FAILURE 
IN SELLING CHEAP BREAD. 


Town of Catania, Italy, -Runs $28,000 
in Debt in Carrying Out I. M. O. 
Idea. 


ROME, Sept. 15.—Socialist ideas and argu- 
ments usually look well on paper, but when 
put into practice ofttimes they lamentably 
fail. The latest attempt of the socialists to 
improve conditions is reported from Catania. 
There was much glorification when a little 
more than two years ago the socialists cap- 
tured control of the municipal council and 
began to run things according to their own 
tenets. One of the most important of the 
reforms they immediately inatituted was 
the municipalization of bread. 

Municipal bakehouses were bullt and local 
bakers put on the city payroll. Bread was 
sold to citizens at a low price, almost one- 
half the ruling price in other cities in Italy. 
An immense business was done. Socialistic 
newspapers described the experiment as @ 
huge success and deputations from other 
cities and provincial towns went to Catania 
on tours of inspection. Many had decided to 
imitate the socialists. 

Now, however, has come the awakening. 
The government auditor recently visited 
Catania and a result is thatthe city has been 
obliged to put the municipal bakehouses into 
Hgquidation. An administrator has been ap- 
pointed and the price of bread has gone to 
the old and regular bakers’ figure. The loss 
on the two years of city breadmaking was 


$28,000. 


PRINCE KILLS WAR MINISTER; 
STORY OF HUNTING ACCIDENT, 


Budapest Paper Publishes Report That 
Baron Krieghammer’s Death Was Not 
Dro to Fall as Printed. 


VIENNA, Sept. 15.—A sensational report is 
published today by the Budapest Hirlap to 
the effect that the recent death of Baron 
Krieghammer, minister of war for the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire, wae the result of his 
accidental shooting by the emperor's grand- 
son, Prince George of Bavaria. 

Baron Krieghammer, who was 75 years old, 
died not long ago, and it was reported at the 
time that death was caused by a fall while 


shooting.

The imperial hunting party, which included 
the emperor, went to’shoot at Mitter Wels- 
senbach, near Ischi, on July 27, in dull wea- 
ther.

Parenthetically, it may be remarked that 
the joke seema to be on A. J. Drexel, who 
had scarcely finished relating how he had 
met with general courtesy from officials and 
inbabitante throughout Germany when he 
was hit ip the eye with a stone while making 
a little pleasure excursion in the vicinity of 
Berlin. 

One man signing himself “‘Another Victim’’ 
writes of his experience with the police in 
Kehi and with a magistrate in Gengenbach, 
who “ judged’ his cage and fined him 6&0 
marks for speeding, tis chauffeur 50 marks, 
and 50 more for costs, The victim was 
acoused of exceeding the limit through Kehi, 
whereas he explains that he drove ex.reme- 
ly slow for three reasons. 

The victim was not aliowed the right of ap- 
peal, but had to pay the 150 marks’ fine as 
imposed. He is stopping at a sanitarium 
in the Black forest and is still under police 
vatch, as be is not allowed to leave with- 
out giving due notice, 


German Autoist Promises Relief. 

A partial explanation of the situation in 
Germany is given by Count Adalbert Soers- 
torpf, chairman of the technica] committee 
of the German Imperial Automobileclub. In 
an interview with a newspaper correspond- 
ent. He said: 

“I extremely regret the occurrences re- 
ported. Provided the details are correct I 
should be the last person desirous of urging 
an excuse on behalf of the officials referred 
to in the charges. 

“I must emphasize the necessity of re- 
porting such arbitrary action to the Imperial 
Automobile club without delay, when the 
cases will be taken up and prosecuted to the 
end. 

“ Any complaint made to the club receives 
the most careful attention of the minigter of 
the interior, who punishes offenders without 
hesitation. 


Frontier Police Have Hard Time. 

“ Still, it must not be forgotten thet the 
police in Germany, more especially those of 
the frontiers, are in an exceedingly difficult 
position regarding automobiliste, Foreign- 
ers, directly they leave their own country, 
think there no longer is necessity for behav- 
ing lke decent minded automobilists, but 
rush hither and thither at maddening speed, 
doing damage to private and public property 
alike without the slightest compunction. 
When serious accidents occur they leave the 
country and rush across the frontier again 
at full speed. There is noway of getting hold 
of them when they are safely home again. 

“ Only recently two cases—one of a French- 
man, the other of a Belgian, both known to 
officials of the club—were reported from 
Rhineland, in which two persons were run 
over and killed. In spite of the offenders 
belng known [t has been found impossibie to 
bring them to book, as no law exists which 
provides for th’ prosecution of such cases in 
foreign countrice. 

“This may be one of the reasons which 
cause gendarmes in the frontier districts te 
-@ 80 rigorous in the execution of their du- 
ties.” 


Spitzer Arrest Merely Precaution. 

“So tar as I can gather from the papers 
the policeman in Gen. Spitzer's case thought 
there was something amiss, and stood in 
front of the automobile to prevent it from 
proceeding further and ultimately leaving 
the country before the matter was cleared 
up. If the gendarme pointed a revolver at 
the occupants and flourished it around—and 
Gen. Spitzer, as a military man, ts not likely 
to have made a mistake in this detail—he 
violated his instructions and is liable to se- 
vere punishment. 

“The use or display of weapons or fire- 
arms is strictly forbidden to German police, 
with the exception of such cases where the 
lives of officials are directly imperiled or in 
self-defense. 

“I uphold in no way thé behavior of the 
man in question. Yet, to say the least, i 
cocsider it unfair to blame the whole coun- 
try tor an almost isolated action of « single 
noliceman, who behaved foolishly.

The story of the manuscript from which 
thes meMoirs are printed seems remarkable. 
‘It is said it was unexpectedly found only 
last year, atid was the. original and con- 
temporary English translation of a French 
manuscript, which has disappeared since. 
In a lengthy note Lane explains how the 
manuscript came into his possession, and 
asserts that steps were taken to verify its 
genuineness. 

It has been translated into French and 
both this an@ the English edition will con- 
tain an introduction by Frédéric Nagson, with 
appendices and notes by Piérre Amédée 
Pichdt and others.

In British India there have been during the 
last thirty or forty years quite a number of 
Englishmen who, yielding to some mono- 
mania, have adopted the role‘wf fakir, and 
who have ended their days as such, subject- 
ing themselves to all those dreadful forms 
of asceticism and of penance practiced by 
the Indian dervishes. Mentally unbalanced 
as they undoubtedly have been, they are in 
every respect more worthy of sympathy and 
interest than those degraded Europeans who, 
partly im consequence of mere shiftlessness 
and inability to earn a Nvelihood, and partiy 
In consequence of degenerate tastes @e- 
veloped by a residence in the morally tainted 
atmosphere of the orient, ally themselves 
with the most degraded and lowest class of 
natives in India, the ‘contact of whose 
shadow is regarded by the high clase Hindoo 
as a defilement. Inasmuch as it is the 
prestige of the white man, and the native be-~- 
lief in his superiority, which alone enables 
England to exercise with a mere handful of 
soldiers and civilian officials autocratic? if 
beneficent sway over the vast empire of Hin- 
dustan, with its teeming population of 800,- 
000,000, it will readily be understood that the 
white Pariah le not only a source of trouble 
but even of danger to the British governmént 
at Calcutta, 


White Man a Holy Dervish. 

Then there are the men who have been 
Griven by some great injustice at their, ¢x- 
pense, or by some domestic tragedy, to with- 
draw from civilization. Thus, at El Kef, in 
southern Tunis, there has just died in the 
oacr of Moslem sanctity a sheikh who for 
more than a generation had been venerated 
ky the natives as a particularly holy der- 
vish, under the name of Sidi Achmet,, but 
who turns out to have been the son of one 
of Napoleon III.’s most powerful ministers 
of state, M. Lefebvre Durufie. During the 
palmy days of the Tulleries he was one of 
the gayest members of the imperial court, 
and becoming implicated in a love affair 
which culminated in a fata! duel and in the 
suicide of the woman, he shook the dust of 
France off his feet, migrated to Africa, be- 
came a convert to Islam, and such an adept 
in its lore that he was actually intrusted with 
the réle of imam [preacher] and of teacher 
of Moslem theology at the great University 
cf Kairuan,:in Tunis. 

Besides those who owe their fall from 
grace and their Inclusion in the category of 
the white pariahs to the unbridled license 


in the Pacific, and who | of the name of Karl Inger, and a former 


colonel, Horti, ofthe Italian army, which 
he was obliged to leave in consequence of a 
grave offense affecting his honor. He joined 
the flag of the negus of Abyssinia at the time 
when he was at war with Italy, and contrib- 
ute? in no small measure to his country’s 
crushing defeat. 

Even Lobengula, the savage ruler of the 
fierce Matabele tribe, had a number of white 
renegades asisting him in his outrages on 
the white races im South Africa, and, while 
one of them was a deserter from the Amer- 
ican army, another was the son of a leading 
Canadian physician, ané a third a fugitive 
Itallan murderer. These three, at any rate, 
were killed by Lobengula himself, who just 
before his death was-led. to believe that they 
had been gullty of treachery. He thus spared 
his enemies the trouble of hanging them. 
For of course there is no mercy for outcasts 
of this character. 


White Women Biggest Disgrace. 
There are just two categories more of these 
undesirable whites in the east, to whom I 
will refer in the briefest possible manner be- 


fore closing this letter. They are, first of all, 


the men who have been tempted to try their 
luck out there in business,)who have failed, 
and who find themselves destitute. For a 
white man to be utterly without resources in 
the orlent, an object of charity to his fellow 
countrymen and to the natives, is about as 
disagreeable a fate as it is possible to con- 
ceive, and every foreign consul or colonial 
magistrate should have a fund at his dis 
powal for the immediate repatriation of these 
individuals before they are driven to 

ation, to crime, and to the disgracing of their 
fellow countrymen. 

Finally, there are the white women who, 
sometimes victims to circumstances and 
sometimes through a lack of moral poise, 
seem destined to demonstrate to the natives 
In the far east how foolish white men are to 
treat thelr women folk with so much respect 
anw chivalrous regard. Of course, the white 
woman, by reason of her color, is an object 
of mark throughout the orient. She lives, to 
all intents and purposes, in the limelight, 
which attracts widespread attention to every 
one of her shortcomings. It is bad enough, in 
all conscience, for a white man to expose 
himself to the contempt of the oriental. But 
when a white woman, by her mode of life, 
invites a disgust on the part of the natives 
which her countrymen are powerless to re- 
sent, the situation is, thdeed, distressing. 
Moreover, there are a far greater number of 
white women than people here would be will- 
ing to belleve who have of their own free will 
deserted civilization for oriental life, some 
of them becoming the inmates of oriental 
harems and the wives of more or less civ- 
llised Asiatics. Any one who is inclined to 
doubt this assertion I would refer to the well 
known stories of Lady Hester Stanhope, 
niece of England's celebrated premier, Pitt, 
and the countess of Ellenborough, both of 
whom died as the wives of Arab sheikhs in 
Syria and Arabia. They have many counter- 
parts at the present day, even titled ones.

OLD POLICY ON SHELF. 


Leader Borden Expected to Make 
Strong Fight; Laurier May 
Want to Retire, 


Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 13—[Special Corre- 
spondence. )—The new platform on which the 
conservatives will make their next fight for 
federal power was proclaimed with great 
effect at the party gathering at Truro, N. 
S., by R. L. Borden, the leader of the opposi- 
tion. 

The old national policy of the conserva- 
tives, created by Sir John Macdonald, that 
gave Canada a protective tariff for home in- 
dustries and made the daminion what it now 
is, at last goes on the shelf. The liberals 
have adopted it in effect and its use by the 
other side as @ party weapon has departed. 
The new policy is national ownership of pub- 
lie utilities and reform of the adminis 

In thé province of Ontario, where the con- 
servatives are in office, the experiment is al- 
ready being meade of exploiting the water 
powers and mineral lands for the benefit 
of the people and of disinfecting the political 
system. In the federal arena,.in 1904, R. lh 
Borden fought the pariilamentary election 
largely on the tssue of state ownership of 
the National Transcontinental rallway, and 
summarily rejected the offers of large cam- 
paign contributions—with a string to them— 
to turn out the party the helm of affairs 
at Ottawa. He failed to carry the electorate 
with him, for the country was too prosperous 
to want a change and the issue he presented 
was not fully understeod, so a campaign 
specially organized to make that issue clear 
and to fight the next general election upon it 
will be undertaken in grim earnest In every 
province of the dominion. re

tional spelling, whatever it may be, par- 
ticularly in the public records. 

That suggests ap additional thought. It 
is that those records do not belong to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and be should not mar them. 
It is a serious question whether he has the 
moral right to introduce jn public docu- 
ments eccentricities of style or orthography 
which in the future, asin the present, may 
be considered in the light of mutilations. If 
his eccentric spelling shall remain in opera- 
tion only for two and a half years and shall 
appear in only a part of the public docu- 
ments, these will be defaced as compared 
with all the records of the American peo- 
ple that have preceded or may follow them. 

There is still another objection to the 
orthographic eccentricities which are to be 
enforced by presidential order. It is that 
they will divert the attention of the reader 
from what is said to the manner in which it 
is said or printed. If President Roosevelt 
should have occasion to issue a grave proc- 
lemation, for instance, in regard to Cuba, 
it would be unfortunate if his spelling were 
to be considered as momentous as the nature 
of his communication to the public, or in- 
deed, if the spelling should be considered at 
all, 

Language is simply a means of conveying 
thought. To be efficient it should be as nearly 
as possible simple and transparent. People 
should not be forced to think of the medium 
used for the conveyance of thought rather 
than of the thought which is conveyed. It 
will be highly disadvantageous both to 
President Roosevelt and his administration 
if time shall be employed by the people of the 
United States in puzzling over eccentricities 
of orthography when both might be better 
engaged devising normal and sober methods 
of government. 


CUBA FOR CIVILEZATION. 

After the usual polite formalities have 
beem observed and due regard paid to the 
susceptibilities of foreign nations and the 
usages of international! law; after Cuban re- 
sentment bas been sufficiently subdued, and 
we have vehemently protested our undying 
friendship for the people.of the island, it 
will be becoming for the presiaent to order 
an adequate force of armed men to Cuba to 
bring about and maintain peace. It is im- 
possible that a marvelously beautiful and 
luxuriant island—the pear! of the Antilles— 


should be permitted to remain long in pos- 


session of turbulent and seditious rioters. 

The Cubans are not capable of governing 
themselves, mainly because they do not wish 
to be governed. Having no respect for 
orderly procedure and stable administration, 
and preferring revolution for its own sake 
to any of the emoluments of peace ang@jn- 
dustry, they cannot be depended upon to 
maintain peace, even if it should be tem- 
porarily assyfed to them, 

The United States, on the other hand, 
cannot tolerate in Ouba a condition of 
ehronic anarchy. The island is too néar to 
our own shores. Besides we have a degree 
of moral responsibility before the world in 
the forming of decent public opinion and 
for the kind of government that shall go on 
there. Having removed the island from the 
dominion of Spain we are bound to see that 
it does not fall into a worse condition than 
it was in when we tookit. We have noright 
to permit that beautiful and fertile garden 
spot to be occupied solely by the forces of 
misrule. The half clad, half educated, and 
half civilized people who constitute the main 
element of the revolutionists are not fit to oc- 
cupy that historic island to the exclusion of 
all representatives of civilization. We can- 
not permit Havana to be handed over to 
plunderers agd rioters, because the civilized 
world has a claim upon it which must be 
recognized and respected. 

When the United States took possession 
of the island it assumed certain obligations 
to the rest of the world, and they must now 
be faithfully observed. The Teller amend- 
ment was a mistake, but the error was cor- 
rected in part by the clause of the treaty witle 
Cuba referred to by the president in his let- 
ter to Sefior Quesada. As he says, “ the 
“third article of that treaty explicitly con- 
“fers upon the United States the right to 
“intervene for the maintenance in Cuba of 
“a government adequate for the protection 
“ of life, property, and individual liberty.” 
The powers reserved to the United States 
in the third article of the treaty are exten- 
sive, and they should be exercised without 
undue delay. They will justify interference 
in Cuba as soon as it becomes apparent that 
there is no possibility of maintaining order 
without it. To many persons this seems to 
be apparent now, but perhaps it will need 
to be a little further demonstrated before 
the government of the United States will 
feel justified in putting its foot down firmly 
in the island, 

When that foot has been put dowh—or 
better still, both feet—we trust sincerely 
that there will never be occasion to take 
it up again. The next time it will be 
well for the government of the United States 
to leave not merely its footprints in the 
island, but to keep its own feet firmly 
planted there and to appoint representatives 
of its authority, who will see that it is duly 
respected and enforced. 

When the United States goes to Cuba again 
it must go to stay. That may offend the 
prejudices of a few sentimentalists, but it is 
the desire and will of the vast majority of 
the American people, almost without regard 
to party. 


CONVENTIONS NEED QUIET. 

An association of enterprising citizens of 
Chicago has distributed to al! parts of the 
land circulars telling of the advantages of 
Chicago as a city for the holding of conven- 
tions. The number of hotels is given, the 


} parks and places of amusement are men- 


tioned, the climate of Chicago comes in for

convention purposes is fully advertised, but 
not one word is said of the most important 
feature of a convention, the ability to hear 
distinctly what is said in the hall.

prime qualification of Chicago for a méeting 
place the possession of noiseless halls. 
There are such;'the association should test 
every hall in the city available for conven- 
tions and prepare a list graded according to 
their stillness. A convention with serious 
work to do ought not to be put to a choice 
between foul air and noise. 


THE MAYOR’S BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
Nothing which Mayor Dunne has done 
has been so obnoxious to the good sense 
and good taste of the community as his 
appointments of members of the board of 
education, It might be possible to defend 
the reason and justice of the selection of 
a certain number of radicals, visionaries, 
and cranks. They have a considerable 
constituency. It is unreasonable that a 
large majority of the board should be 
composed Of persons of that kind. It is 
not true that all, or a majority, of the 
people of Chicago are labor agitators or 
have radical theories of government. 
Nor are they, as the mayor seems to 
imagine, all tax eaters and none of them 
taxpayers. Taxes must come from some- 
body, and a glance at the mayor’s mem- 
bers of the board will show that those 
who contribute them are not sufficiently 
represented. a | 

The mayor’s appointments are unbal- 
anced. They do not give fair recognition 
to the best elements in the community. 
They do not give sufficient voice in the 
affairs of the board to the business men 
and women of Chicago. They do net rep- 
resent the conservative elements among 
the parents of the children, those who be- 
lieve in ‘‘safe and sane’’ counsels. The 
board is not truly’ representative of the 
people of Chicago. It is not to be won- 
dered at that its acts are unwelcome to 
the people. 

The truth is that Mayor Dunne is an 
exceedingly amiable person, and also an 
exceedingly weak one, guided and = con- 
trolled, pulled hither and thither, by the 
most radical and violent persons among 
his cougselors and friends. The more ex- 
travagant or revolutionary the things one 
of them favors or demands the more like- 
ly is he to get the ear of the mayor. 

It is also a fact that the mayor loves 
to “do things” for people, to oblige his 
friends, and to find places for the needy 
and unfortunate. He lends a willing ear 
to the strident voice of the agitator, no 
matter what his particular ism or cause 
may be, but seldom hears or, if he does, 
pays little attention to the “still, small 
voice” of the plain citizen who goes about 
his business and has little time to give to 
politics unless it is forced upon his notice. 

The majority of the board of education 
should consist of persons who accept $ffice 
reluctantly, who make sacrifices to take 
it, but, having done so, perform their 
duties with conscientious diligence; who 
have no fads or fancies to promote, and 
are actuated exclusively by the desire to 
foster the interests of the schools and the 
children who attend therm. 
take to consider primarily the interests of 
the teachers, although we believe a large 
majority of them are as safe and conserv- 
ative in their views as the people whose 
children they teach. 

One good result of the retirement of 
Mayor Dunne to private life, which we 
believe will inevitably follow the election 
next April, will be the regeneration of the 
public school system of Chicago through 
the: retirement of a large number of offi- 
cials connected with the schools who are 
chiefly known for their extreme views and 
their desire to exploit those views through 
their control of the schools. If any part 
of the city government should be secure 
from rash experiments and dangerous in- 
novations it should be the educational! de- 
partment. It should be in the hands of 
men who truly represent the people of 
Chicago. 


A DESPONDENT MINISTER. 

A Chicago minister is discouraged with 
the Christian church. He says it is “ the 
most expensive, and at the same time, 
considering its cost and dimensions, the 
most useless organization now being sup- 
ported by the public. The returns,” he 
says, “‘are not equivalent to the invest- 
ment.” The church cannot show “ ade- 
quate social returns,” considering the 
“enormous capitalization of money and 
energy.” This is due, according to the 
minister, to the failure of the church to 
take a close enough interest in the affairs 
of this world, and especially in the mod- 
ern problems of labor and capital. He 
says that it does not codperate heartily 
with the individuals and organizations 
that are trying to rectify the world’s 
wrongs and inequalities, 

These are thevsentiménts of one min- 
ister who may feel disheartened when he 
sees sO many wrongs and inequalities, and 
feels his own inability, unaided, to make 
the world better. If all the ministers of 
the Christian church could be polled it 
would be, found that a great majority of 
them take a much more cheerful view of 
the situation. They would deny emphat- 
ically the statement that the Christian 
church is the most expensive and useless 
organization supported by the public. 
They would say that, whatever was its 
cost, it is of incalculable value.

Discussion of the age at which women 
should cease to claim the’ protection of the 
Young Women’s Christian association has 
led a correspondent to complain of thy way 
in which elderly persons are treated at the 
Young Men’s Christian association. No 
complaint is made of the management, nor 
does it appear that the establishment of a 
time limit has ever been contemplated. It 
is the attitude of the young men which is in 
question.

The Y. M. C. A. is intended to provide for 
young men away from home a clubhouse 
where the influences will be helpful. The 
stranger in the city finds there advantages 
which otherwise would not be open to him 
without large expemditure or excellent let- 
ters of introduction. If lonely he can find 
friends there. If desirous of self-improve- 
ment he will find books, lectures, classes, 
and intelligent advice. He can find amuse- 
ment without any temptation to drinking or 
gambling. He can keep up nis bodily vigor 
by the use of a well equipped gymnasium. 
His employers are pleased to learn that heis 
using his leisure time under such auspices. 
Is there no need among older men of similar 
help? 

Theoretically the older man should have 
made his way and formed for himself ties 
superior to the attractions of a club. He 
should have the habit of self-help. He should 
have a home. Practically it often happens 
that a man has reached middle life without 
a home. He may have formed church con- 
nections which help his religious life with- 
out developing at all the social side of his 
nature. He may be as fond of books and of 
other intellectual helps as ever and he may 
be still capable of profiting by them and yet 
feel a loneliness in his mental life. He may 
be a stranger in the city, having come here 
to better his fortune, and with no opportu- 
nity of making the acquaintance of men of 
his own age who might be congenial. It 
would be an act of friendliness if a gener- 
osity like that which founded and supports 
the Y. M. C. A. should establish an O. M. 
C. A. It may be that the beneficiary would 
be in many cases 4 man “with his future 
behind him,” and it may be quite true that 
he ought not to be in such an unattached con- 
dition, but taking the world as it is and not 
as it ought to be there is room for a Chris- 


tian association without the qualification

WHY PRIVATE SCHOOLS GROW. 

The new school census shows only 75 per 
cent of the minors attending school to be in 
public schools, as against 77 per cent at the 
date of the last census. Not only is the 
percentage of gain in private schools larger 
than in public schools, but the actual num- 
ber is greater. If no account be taken of 
pupils attending less than thirty-days the 
percentages are as twelve to one, and the 
actual numbers as four to one approximate- 
ly. Why do private schools grow so fast? 

One explanation may be that increased 
activity of church authorities has caused a 
number of children to attend parochial 
schools; whose older brothers and sisters 
perhaps attended the public schools. An- 
other reason may be in some parts of 
the city a feeling that private schools are 
of higher’social ramk, The long-continued 
prosperity of the country has made it pos- 
sible for families to be affected by one of 
these reasons, who otherwise could not have 
contemplated the expense involved. 

The strongest influence against the public 
schools is the suspicion engendered in the 
public mind by the extraordinary acts of 
Mayor Dunne’s school board. By its sup- 
port of the Teachers’ federation andits steps 
toward breaking down the merit system of 
promotion of teachers it has allied itself 
with the taxeatets against the interests of 
the children. The belief is widespread that 
under the present administration efficiency 
is not considered essential to the holding of 
a position in the public schools. It is true 
that most teachers in the public schools are 
competent and that in many of the schools 
the discipline is excellent and the scholar- 
ship satisfactory. But all alike, the good 
and the bad, suffer from the feeling of dis- 
trust which Mayor Dunne’s school board has 
created. 

The overcrowding of the public schools, 
greatest in the lower grades, leads many 
cautious parents to send their children to 
schools where the ventilation is better and 
the risk of disease less, even if the progress 
of the pupil is no more rapid. The change 
in the population of some parts of the city 
bas added a large number of children to 
suburban schools and left in their place 
children who do not go through the grammar 
school but stop short wherever they minay be 
at the age of 14. _ This diminishes the per- 
centage in school. 

Of the reasons which cause the private 
schools to grow more rapidly than the public 
schools some are inevitable. Others are in 
their nature temporary and may not exist

At the same time 
they furnish proof of the amazing fact that 
the royal duchess de Berry, in her attempt to 
bring about the restoration of her young 
son to the throne of France, as King Henry 
V.. in 1832, had not merely the moral support 
but also the financial backing of King Charles 
Albert of Safdinia,.great-grandfather of the 


foreigm sovereigns, all of whom resented the 
manner in which the duke of Orleans had 
usurped the crown of his benefactor, King 
Charles X., in order to reign over France as 
Kin uis Phili ‘ 

aone is of wiial consideration in every 
political conspiracy or coup @état. The 
duchesse de Berry had both pluck and energy. 
But she lacked financial means necessary for 
the overthrow of the Orleans dynasty at 
Paris and for the recovery of her boy's 
throne. Prince Metternich, chancellor cf the 
Austrian empire: Emperor Nicholas I. of 
Russia, and King Frederick William IV. of 
Prussia each of them contributed secretly to 
the duchess’ venture, Prince Metternich’s 
subscription coming from the secret service 
fund at his disposal. 

King Charles Albert was not only: in strait- 
ened circumstances but likewise subjected 
to such strict control and supervision by 
Count Cavour, his prime minister, and by 
other Italian and foreign statesmen, that he 
was unable to contribute anything himself. 
But he induced his grand chamberlain, con- 
fidant and most trusted retainer, the Marquis 
Fabio Pallaviccini, to subscribe in his stead 
to the project of the duchess. The marquis, 
indeed, who was an enormously rich man, 
and who was afterwards Sardiniar am bassa- 
dor to the courts of Naples, Vienna, and St. 
Petersburg, furnished a sum of over $2.000,- 
000, receiving a written guarantee from King 
Charles Albert that he and his heirs would be 
responsible for the entire amount to the 
house of Pallaviccini In the event of failure 
on the part of the duchess of Berry or her 
som to settle the debt. 

It may be recalled that the venture of the 
duchess resulted in ignominious faflure. 
For after having effected a landing in the 
west of France, and inducing the nobles and 
the masses of the district to rise against 
King Louis Philippe in behalf of her son's 
cause, she allowed herself to be betrayed into 
the hands of the French government by a 
scoundrel of the name of Deutz, in whom she 
had foolishly confided, and then, to make 
matters worse, gave birth while in prison to 
a son. of whom her Neapolitan chamberlain, 
the Marquis Lucchesi-Pall, was the father. 
This wrecked theentire scheme. Her follow- 
ers abandoned her cause and she was from 
that time forth boycotted by all her royal 
relatives and sympathizers for having sac- 
rificed the prospects of her royal son to her 
“ affaires de cceur.™ 
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King Charles Albert made no attempt to 
repay the Marquis Pallaviccini, nor did the 
duchess, who did not have the money to do so. 

On the death of the marquis, in 1872, his 
heirs applied to King Charles Albert’s son, 
the late King Victor Emmanuel, for the re- 
payment of the money. But Il Re Galantu- 
omo, who was always in financial difficul- 
ties, declined to acknowledge any responsi- 
bility in the matter without written proofs 
of the fact that his father had promised.to 
stand for the amount. The heirs of themar- 
quis hunted high and low for the written 
promise of Charles Albert, but without suc- 
cess, and Victor Emmanuel, convinced that 
the documents had been lost for good andall, 
was foolleh enough to renew his father’s 
pledge to pay the’debt if the papers could 
be found. As stated above, they have just 
been recovered, along with documentary evi- 
dence of the wien participation of Metter- 
nich, of Emperor Nicholas, and of the king of 
Prussia in the venture of the duchesse de 
Berry. 

The Pallavieccinis will now apply. afresh to 
the house of Savoy for the repayment of thé 
money loaned by the Marquis Fabio, and, in- 
asmuch as no statute of Hmitations:can be 
held to apply to what fs undoubtedly a debt of 
honor, it will be difficult for King Victor 
Emmanuel to decline to settle a.debt for the 
payment of which both his great-grandfath- 
er, King Charles Albert, and his grandfather, 
Il Re Galantuomo, had eac of them 
pledged their names in writing. 
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The Pallaviccinis are one of the oldest 
houses of the European aristocracy, and may 
claim to possess the premier marquisate of 
the old’ world, as all of its male members have 
borne the title of marquis or margrave since 
it was conferred upon the family by Emperor 
Otto III. of Germany and of the Holy Roman 
empire in A. D. 996. The Margrave Horace 
Pallaviccini, who was enormously wealthy, 
loaned large sums of money to Queen Eliza- 
beth of England at the time of the Spanish 
armada, which have never been repaid, and 
also was of great financial assistance to King 
Henry IV. prior to his accession to the throne 
of France. After his death his widow be- 
came the wife of the uncle of Oliver Crom- 
well. 

In Rome the superb Pallaviccini palace is 
celebrated to art lovers throughout the world 
in connection with its superb fresco entitled 
“‘ Aurora,” and its countless masterpieces of 
art and archeology. Its mistressat present is 
Dona Carolina Pallaviccini, mother of the 
head of the Rospigliosi branch of the house, 
and she still remains one of the grandest and 
most influential of the great ladies of Rome, 
retaining, notwithstanding her embonpoint, 
traces of that: marvelous beauty which caused 
her in days gone by to be compared to the 
Fornarina whose features Raphael idealized 
in his masterpiece, the “ Madona della Seg- 
giola.”” She was one of the favorite ladies in 
waiting to Queen Marguerite, but resigned 
her position In consequence of a memorable 
Gispute with the foreign ambassadors and 
ambaseadresses arising from her refusal to 
submit to their pretensions to places at the 
table of royalty at the entertainments given 
by her in honor of the latter. 

The house of Pallaviccini has toits credit a 
singularly long list of tragediespdramas, and 
sensational incidents of one kindand@ another, 
in modern as well asinanclent times. About 
a year ago a Margravine Pallaviccini commit- 
ted suicide in most dramatic fashion in the 
great cathedral at Milan. The Marquis Arthur 
Pallaviccini a few years previously had been 
led to blow his brains out at Budapest by 
his insane infatuation for one of that quin- 
tet of Barrison sisters who, starting from 
New York, excited so much notoriety of a 
certain character in the various capitals of 
the old world, Another of the margraves 
within the memory of the present generation 
had the misfortune while out shooting to kil! 
his father, who was his only companion in 
the chase. The Geath of the old nobleman 
was ascribed, and I believe justiy so, to acci- 
dent. But, as there were po witnesses, i!) 
natured stories became current to the effect 
thet the killing was intentional, in conse- 
quence of a violent quarrel between father 
and son, the Paliaviccinis being renowned 
from time immemorial for the heat of their 
blood, which hes led them into many a ter- 
rible scrape.

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SYCHOLOGY’S emergence as a definite line of 
experimental research seems to mie one of the 
most important features in the progress of 
science in the last quarter of a century. 
Thirty-five years ago we all were delighted by 
Fechner’s psycho-physica] law, and at Leipzig 
I, with others of my day, studied it experi- 
mentally in the physiological laboratory of that 
great teacher, Carl Ludwig. While some en- 
thusiasts have been eagerly collecting ghost 
stories and records of human illusion and 
fancy, the serious experimental investigation 
of the human mind. and its forerunner, the 

: 3 animal mind, has been quietly but steadily 
at “oe in truly scientific channels. 

ae The science still is if an early phase—that of the collection of 
gecurate observations and measurements—awaiting the development of 
great guiding hypotheses and theories. But much has been done and 
it is a matter of gratification to Oxford men that, through the liberality 
ofthe distinguished electrician, Henry Wilde, F..R. S., a lectureship 
BY 


of experimental psychology has been founded in the University of 
Oxford, where the older studies of mental and moral philosophy, logic, 
and metaphysics have so.strong a hold and have so well prepared the 
ground for the new experimental development. 

The German investigators, W. Wundt, G. E. Miiller, C. Stumpf, 
Ebbinghaus, and Mursterberg, have been prominent in introducing 
laboratory methods, and have determined such matters as the elemen- 
tary laws of association and memory, and the perception of musical 
tones and their relations. The work of Goldschneider on “the muscu- 
lar sense,” of Von Frey on the cutaneous sensations, are further exam- 
ples of what is being done. 

The difficult and extremely importéht line of investigation first 
scientifically treated by Braid under the name “ hypnotism ”.has been 
greatly developed by the French school, espeeially by Charcot. The 
experimental investigation of “ suggestion,” and theipathology of dual 
consciousness and such exceptional conditions of the mind, have been 
advanced by French observers. The older work of Ferrier and Hitzig 
on the functions of the parts of the brain has been carried further 
by Goltz and Munk in Germany and by Shifer, Horsley, and Shering- 
ton in England.

The secret of work power lies in. the quantity and quality of 
energy, Vitality, life. These are synonymous ‘with activity. The man 
with a large amount of energy is certain to be‘active: and if his energy 
be of a high order he is as certain to be seriously and usefully active 
-——to work. The learned long ago have bespoken the history of the 
race in the individual; as an infant he is a primitive savage; as a lad, a 
barbarian; with adolescence and adulthood he merges into civilization. 
To this\‘may be added the affirmation that the history of the world is 
reproduced in the race. The world has evolved from an inert mass 
of chemicals, of dry land and lapping sea, to a palpitating, breathing, 
lively, living being, with growing green and nimble animals and 
thinking men; it has unfolded in its evolution an ever increasingly 
mobile life, from’ mineral kingdom with its chemical affinities, move- 
ments, and rests, through the vegetable kingdom and its plant sensa- 
tions and sagacities, into the animal kingdom with its free locomotion 
and incipient emotional and mental activities, and thence into the 
human domain with physical, intellectual, and spiritual functions; it 
has, in its development, liberated a vast life which was fast asleep in 
the stone, which dreamed in the vegetable, which awoke in the animal, 
which arose and walked in the man. Up from the inorganic world 
to man has surged a great life wave, “cribbed, cahined, and con- 
fined’ in ore and stone; breathing more freely in nodding flower and 
shooting green; running and flying in antelope and bird; speaking, 
building, reasoning, worshiping in child and man; it has evolved from 
torpor, inertia, and inactivity into industry, life, enterprise. 

So with man. In his early stages he is sluggish, inert, and indo- 


be wives, mothers, and homemakers, while the. world stands, they 
should receive the largest, completest,-and most thorough training for 
their business. These positions are the most important that women 
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realization that the mind of the human adult is a social product: that 
it only can be understood in relation with the special environment in 
which it develops, and with whieh it is in perpetual interaction. 

Prof. Baldwin of Princeton has done important’ work on this sub- 
ject. Closely allied is the study of what is called “ the psychology of 
groups,” the laws of mental action of the individual as modified by his 
membership of some form of society. French authors have done valu- 
able work here. I am glad to be able to give wider publicity here to 
some conclusions which I communicated to the Jubilee volume of the 
Société de Biologie of Paris in 1899. The bearing of this conception 
upon questions of genetic psychology is sketched as follows: 

“The character which we describe as ‘educability’ can be trans- 
mitted; it is a congenital character. But the results of education can- 
not. be transmitted. In each generation they have to be acquired ‘ 
afresh. With increased ‘ educability’ they are acquired more readily 
and a larger variety of them. On the other hand, the nerve mechan- 
isms of instinct are transmitted, and owe their inferiority as compared 
with the results of education to the fact that they are not acquired by 
the individual in relation to his particular needs, but have arisen by 
selection of congenital variation in a long series of preceding genera- 
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lent of body, in a stupor as to mind, lifeless as to spirit. As evolution 
proceeds he becomes increasingly mobile and active. The stage of his 
evolution is indexed in his bodily and mental activity. Laziness simply 
is the natural condition of the early stages where the inner life is in- 
hibited by form, the ensouling energy by matter. It is an imprison- 
ment of mobile spirit by a “too, too solid flesh,” an all too gross ma- 
terial easement. Enterprise, activity, ambition, aspiration are marks 
of the liberated life in the later stages, of energy freed from fleshly 
heaviness. Whereas the savage sadly is lethargic save when goaded 
on by the pressure of hunger or some other resistless force of the body, 
the highly evolved man, on the contrary, overflows with divers activ- 
ities which are his delight, and foregoes even to the point of detriment 
his elemental bodily needs for the sake of pursuing his favorite occu- 
pations. Some of the noblest scientific work of England, of the world, 
has been accomplished by men to the title and to the manner born, who 
have followed their arduous callings for its pure delights. Lord Kel- 
vin, Sir William. Crookes, Sir John Tyndall, Sir Oliver Lodge, Sir Isaac 
Newton are but a few random names from HEngland’s roll of honor. 
And, even so, the money making Americans long after they have satis- 
fied their wants, and created new wants and satisfied them unti] wants 
are no longer creatable commensurate with their spending power, even 
these, our gentry of gold and silver, our lords of the dollar, go happily 
on with their toils ont of pure love, and cry out their condemnation on 
whomsoever dares call: “‘ Enough!”

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The highest function of a woman is to make a home, and 
to rear and train a family. It is the highest function of a man, also. 
It is not possible to state this too strongly. Education, religion, human 
affection, and civil law—all should aid to accomplise the best of which 
they are capable. Instead, we trust almost entirely to natural instinct 
and aptitude, which, in girls, are incomparably strong in the direction 
of wifehood, motherhood, and the home. We almost entirely ignore 
the domestic virtues in the training of our sons, and seem to take it 
for granted that they will make affectionate and faithful husbands and 
fathers to their future wives and children. 

Domestic mismanagement and unhappiness, of which we hear 
so much nowadays, are due quite as much to the shortcomings of the 
husband as to those of the wife—in an overwhelming majority of 
cases he seems, indeed, to be the more blameworthy. The man’s blame 
most often is one of aggressive provocation, of unprincipled and heart- 
less behavior, of cruel disappointing and thwarting, of a giant’s 
strength used in.a giant’s way. The woman’s is a blame of im- 
prudence, of disappointment unwisely met, and impatiently or other-

Can greater emphasis than this suggested be laid upon the young 
man who is asking himself, “ Shall I speak or be silent?” 

Human nature, trained to Me adult recognition that vindication 
of conscience brings peace of mind, nevertheless shrinks in some meas- 
ure from shouldering criticism however that criticism may have been 
earned. Human nature, to the extent that it is~ not trained, will 
shirk and shift under the condition. Self-preservation is a primal 
instinct in man—the stronger as the man feels his weaknéss in com- 
munity competition. As he knows and feels his strength the com- 
punction of silence under criticism is greater. 

Here we have the proposition of the weaker inclined to shift upon 
the stronger without conscience, or upon the weaker also, though 
with some possible qualms. Putting aside the strong man from the 
situation, the question of speaking or silence comes home with its 
greatest force to this weaker one, who innocently, through the ac 
tions of anothef, feels the impulse to speak to “square” himself. 

I have in mind three young men of my acquaintance who are em- 
ployed in a certain house. Two of these young men have identical 
positions, doing like work. The third man ranks the others slightly 
in a department that is in touch with the other two. The other day 
this third man confided to me that it was too bad that one of these 
young men was “knocking” the other steadily and persistently. 

“The pity is that while Jones is ‘knocking’ Smith hasn’t any 
idea of the fact,” confided my young friend. 

“Why don’t you tell Smith?’ I asked bluntly, at which my young 
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will produce. Newly~married lovers, all of them, undoubtedly would 
resent with indignation the slightest insinuation that it may be with- 
in the bounds of possibility that they should become weary of the 
solitude &-deux in which they hitherto have found such delight. Yet 
the thing vot only,is possible but probable under certain conditions too 
long continued, and from which there is, nor can be, no surcease, No 
one who has not tried it, and most honeymooning couples are witli- 
out such experience, can imagine the nervous strain of enjoying the 
society of a person of the opposite sex during twenty-four hours of 
every day for even a week, to say nothing of a fortnight or a month; 
an enjoyment coupled with the duty and obligation to entertain’ and 
amuse. It not only is intense, it is incredible, and is apt to become 
unendurable. It begins to be felt after the first two or three days, 
usually in the interval between breakfast and luncheon. And there 
is no relief of this strain in the average honeymoon, no relaxation, no 
plausible means of escape. For reasons of sentiment, of loyalty, of 
honor, the strain must be borne continuously, with the appearance of 
joy and pleasure, borne often by moral constitutions which wholly 
are inadequate to it. What wonder that reaction and weariness re- 
suit, that sometimes irreparable evil is done. It is probable that 
many married people, if only they would tell the truth in all sincerity, 
would confess that at times the smiling face which they wore during 
the honeymoon concealed or failed to conceal a desolation of spirit 
beyond any which they ever experienced either before or since. And 
because of this weariness, this excess of a good thing, not a few 
honeymooners go home already robbed of. many beautiful, perhaps 

illusions. As the English say, “The gilt is off the ginger- 
bread at the start.” 


The modern tendency to shorten honeymoons seems born of wis- 


making that awajt them, does anyone believe that the press of today 
would overflow, as now, with the foul accounts of conjugal wretched- 
ness, and applications for divorce? 

The duties of the mother begin long before her children come 
into life—aye, and the duties of the father also. He needs to know 
that the physical sins which he may thoughtlessly commit, in his early 
manhood, may be punished fearfully in the person of his child, by the 
action of the remorseless law of heredity; that “ Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap ’—‘‘ wild oats,” or whatever else may 
be sown; that it is the husband and the wife together who make the 
home; and that, if he is intemperate, extravagant, ill tempered, in- 
delicate, arrogant, ignorant, and obstinate, his wife cannot make the 
home what it ought to be, no matter how wise, loving, and prudent she 
may be. Enlightened motherhood needs to be supplemented by. en- 
lightened fatherhood, if the home is to become what it should be, the 
great civilizing and uplifting agency of the world.

dom as well as expediency. It may sound brutal to say so, but it is 
undeniable that with most men undisturbed possession of a treasure 
soon palls.

Perhaps this may seem exaggerated, but it is not an impossible story 
by any means. ; 

A recent English writer who assumes to speak from great know!- 
edge and extended observation, says, in effect, that honeymoons ought 
to be arranged with special reference to avoidance of nervous strain. 
They ought to be short, not more than two weeks at most, and full 
of incident and distractiop, full of something calculated to prevent

DULLNESS CONTINUES AFTER THE 
SUMMER IS GONE.

Last week's market was a practical repe- 
tition of that of the previous week, with 
a surprisingly poor showing in the way of 
completed transactions. Considerable is be- 
ing done in the way of negotiations, and the 
small lot trade continues fairly good, but 
little of importance is coming to the surface, 
and the market as a whole is exceeding'y 
dull... In view of the fact that it is now the 
middie of September, when businese gen- 
erally is wont to brighten up a little after 
the summer quiet, the present dullness is 
productive of more or less complaint among 
brokers, 

In looking about for an explanation there 
is a general disposition to attribute it to the 
unusually protracted hot weather which was 
unpleasantly in evidence last week, and 
which has tended materially to retard the 
return of prominent investors, owners, and 
brokers. With other more pressing busi- 
ness matters to catch up with after their 
long absence, many of these owners and 
investors have on their return had no time 
to give to real estate matters, at least such 
has been the information given out to sev- 
eral brokers, and as a natural result busi- 
ness is bound to drag. 


Only a Temporary Lull. 

Again, there is the ever ready explanation 
of one of those periodic lulls which come 
about once so often, even when business con- 
ditions are good; one of those lulls often 
more apparent than real, for the reason that 
there may be much going on beneath the sur- 
face in the way of negotiations, and little 
coming to the surface in the way of com- 
pleted transactions. This may be said to be 
the case to a considerable extent at present, 
for it is known that several large deals in both 
inside and outside property are now on, deals 
whith, if completed, will, in some cases, 
create congiderable stir. 

It sometimes happens, too, that there is 
something of an interim between the close 
of the summer market and the beginning of 
the fall activities, and it is possible that 
this is a factor which enters considerably into 
the present situation. 

That it ie only a temporary lull in any 
event its certain, for the general] situation 
continues to be absolutely sound, and points 
clearly to a broader and more active mar- 
ket than the city has seen in -many years. 
The entire business situation is one of abound- 
ing prosperity, and with such a basis and 
with the opportunities offered here by reason 
of the generally low range of values and the 
increasing interest shown in real estate in- 
vestments there can be no doubt as to the 
future of the market. It has been slow in 
developing, but that is the best basis for a 
thoroughly healthy and well sustained mar- 
ket. : 

Great Record in Building. 


In this connection, and of interest as show- 
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ing the remarkable growth of the city, which 
is the determining factor im the matter of 
realty values, it is fitting to call attention to 
the wonderful building record of the year. 
Last year, 1905, was the banner year In the 
history the city, witha total slightly ex- 
ceeding that of 1892, , just preceding the 
world’s fair, but if the ratio of the first eight 
months of the present year is maintained 
during the remaining four months the total 
building figures, will exceed those of last 
year by over $6,000,000 and will total over 
$70,000,000 

The figures for the eight months of this year 
are 7,189 permits, with 190,278 feet frontage 
and costing $46,778,980, as against 5,332 per- 
mits with 154,507 feet frontage and costing 
$40,887,965 for the cosresponding period of 
1905. 
This showing {s a remarkable one for the 
reason that ft follows the great building of 
last year and is made in the face of a marked 
increase in the cost of building as compared 
with last year, amounting to at least 10 if 
not 15 per cent. When it is considered that 
this building is for purely legitimate pur- 
poses, representing the actual business and 
living needs of the city, the showing becomes 
a remarkable one and indicates more clearly 
than anything else the growth and pros- 
perity of the city. 


Transactions of the Week. 

There is little to be sald of the week's 
business, although as a matter of fact there 
were more actual fresh developments than 
during the previous week, when the only 
transaction of interest was the big purchase 
of the Panhandle road, although as a matter 
of fact this was largely made last fall. There 
were no transactions in the central district 

nog in thesouth Wabash avenue territory. 
During last week, however, there was the 
purchase by Jacob Franks from the Peck 
estate of ‘the property at 208-210 Lake street 
for $120,000, and in the Wabash avenue dis- 
trict there were two interesting sales.

Stephen B. Jones was the 
grantor in each case and Harvey Strickler 
was the grantee. It isstated authoritatively 
both of the purchases were not in any way 
in the interest of the road, and that the prop- 
erties in question are likely to be acquired 
by condemnation. 

One of the properties, that at the southwest 
corner Of Randolph street and Canal, was 
acquired a few days ago by Mr. Jones from 
Mr. Chatterton of Oak Park for $50,000, ac- 
cording to the contract of sale filed for record 
just prior to the deed, but in the conveyance 
to Mr. Strickler a consideration of $75,000 is 
given, a modest advance of only $25,000. 

The other covers the leasehold interest and 
building at 18-20 Canal street between Lake 
and Randolph, 89x150 feet, and for this a 
consideration of $60,000 is stated in the deed.

RAILWAY STOCKS THE FEATURE. 


Reading and Baltimore and Ohio Again 
Advance Sharply in the New - 
York Stock Market. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—{Special.]—The 
tremendous transactions in Reading and 
Baltimore and Ohio constituted the chief 
feature of an otherwise irregular stock mar- 
ket. Both stocks again advanced smartly, 
much to the mystification of the Wall street 
community, although there was no limit to 
the rumors and theories which were ad- 
vanced to, account for the movement. The 
most persistent of these reports was to the 
effect that control of the Baltimore and Ohio 
was being acquired in the interests of the 
Reading company. 

NEW YORK STOCK SRAHEACT ONE. 
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Wet Weather Nortiwest and Further ai 


Wheat yesterday. continued to display firm- 
ness. Week end short covering boubined 
with fear of detrimental effects of rain in 
the northwest to disconcert shorts here and 

elsewhere. The Canadian- northwest re- 
ported rains of the sort to interfere with 
farm work and moving operations. In the 
United States northwest rains, while con- 
sidered to be against bearish arguments, 
were not violent, but grading at Minneapolis 
still was of an unsatisfactory kind. Final 
prices showed increases of %c for the active 
options—December and May—and a shade 
lower for September, although local cash 
prices showed %@lc above the previous 
closing quotations, 

Trade was confined to narrow limits, with 
week end shorts showing good support near 
the finish of the séssion. Throughout the 


session shorts displayed nervousness, and 
there were suggestions of aid from scattered 
local longs.

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Liverpool Fails to Rerpond. 

Liverpool did not give full response to the 
firmness here the day before, closing %d 
lewer. The showing was a source of sur- 
prise to the trade. However, there’ was 
enough in lecal sentiment to overcome this 
influence. Final prices showed \%c lower for 
September, 4c higher for December, and 4c 
higher for May. 

The rains in the spring wheat country 
served materially to increase apprehension 
over the spring wheat prospects, as did pre- 
cipitations in Kansas and other parts of the 
west. These downfalls strengthened the 
probability of a letup in farmers’ offering of 
new wheat. 


Foreign News Bearish. 

As to foreign news the bulls found less 
of an encouraging character than the news 
of the day before offered. -Broomhall esti- 
mated the world’s weekly exports at 10,- 
400,000 bu, compared to actual shipments 
of 9,776,000 bu the week before, and 12,544, - 
ONO bu the corresponding period last year. 
The English expert looked for only moderate 
changes in the amounts on ocean passage, 
The American contribution to the week’s 
world’s total comes close to 5,000,000 bu, 
which, compared to last year’s showing, is 
fine. 

Although the Liverpool market did not 
give full cognizance to the firmness here the 
day before, the Antwerp market closed un- 
changed to %c over the previous sharp rise. 
Northwestern receipts at the two principal 
points—Duluth and Minmeapolis—were 703 
cars, compared to 468 cars the week be- 
fore, and 783 cars the similar day 
last year. Local arrivals were 38 cars, and 
total primary arrivals were not far from 
100,000 bu tn excess of those of a year ago. 
There were good suggestions of export de- 
mand and the day’s total clearances at the 
seaboard—wheat and flour—were 742,000 bu. 
lhe French estimate of the crop in France 
was 342,000,000 bu, or about 25,000,000 bu in 
excess of last year’s outturn. 

Local cash wheat prices were 4@lc high- 
er, and the cash situation elsewhere was 
relatively firm. Minneapolis firms have ad- 
vanced flour prices 15c within the last few 
days, and country milis have been bidding 2c 
ever Minneapolis for cash wheat through 
Minnesota. 


Corn Dull and Easier. 

Corn ruled dull and easier yesterday. On 
top of a disappointing cash demand, specu- 
lative interest was at low ebb, although coun- 
try responses 'to bids sent out from here 
suggested an inerease in the total movement. 
Local arrivals for the day—385 cars, of which 
220 graded contract—fell slightly under the 
estimate. Final pit prices showed declines of 
%c for September, 4@\c for December, and 
%c for May. . 

The week's primary arrivals—4,921,000 bu— 
were in excess of these of the week befcre 
and of the corresponding period last year. 
Weather west was coob and wet, but frost 
prospects were slim. 


Oats Display Firmness. 


Oats displayed a moderately firm undertone 
early, but when weakness began to develop 
in corn the market took on a sagging 
tendency. Final prices showed Ke lower for 
September, %@%c for December, and \c off 
for May. Clearances at the seaboard were 
52,000 bu, and values at the local sample 
tables worked in sympathy with the down 
turn in the pit. Some of the local longs sold 
on the more favorable crop prospects, al- 
though their pressure was n“* pronounced. 


Frovision Sentiment Mixed. 


There was a mixture of sentiment in the 
provision pit. Final prices were Sc off for 
pork, unchanged to Sc higher for lard, and 
unchanged to Sc lower forribs.

It is impossible to look at her effigy on the tomb 
without sighing. She must have been fretful and fond 
of her own way. It is to be feared that she nagged at 
Sir John about this dogs and his horses, and scolded 
him on account of his gay carelessness. 

But what the real Dorothy lacks in romantic ele- 
ments ts supplied by the story of her resurrection. Sir 
Henry Maxwell-Lyte, visiting Belvoir castle on behalf 
of the historical manuscripts commission, came across 
a key bearng a label with the inscription, “Key of old 
writings over stable.” He found that the key unlocked 
a door to a loft over the stables. Piled to a height of

“fallen dust, ; 

beefi untouched for Aattnaes by 
rats which had gnawed indiscrim- 
inately among their contents and in® 
flicted irreparable damage on many 
precious historical documents. Among 
those which they had epared suffi- 
elently to be still decipherable in 
part were priceless records of Had- 
don hall, including letters to the 
Vernons of Haddon from Warwick 
the “kingmaker,” Edward IV., Rich- 
ard Il!I., and Henry VIII., and enough 
concerning Dorothy Vernon to de- 
Stroy utterly the claims to heroism 
“4nd romance which various writers 
have put forward on her behalf. 

It was Bliza Metyard, writing 
under the nom de plume of “ Silver- 
pen,” in 1820, who first presented 
Dorothy Vernon as the heroine of the 
elopement fable, and other better 
equipped writers, following her lead, 
gave full scope to their imagination 
and made her one of the most pop- 
ular women in history. But G Le 
‘Blance-Smith, who has been allowed 

to ruramage freely among the papers discovered in 
the stable loft, has just written a book about Had- 
don hall, in which, incidentally, he gives us the 
mangled nemains of Dorothy Vernon that have been 
epared by the rats. 

Nobody yet has been able to compile al] the 
Dorothy Vernon books.- Even in this country. it 
is interesting to note that other authors and~-pub- 
lishers traded on the popularity of the supposed 
beauty. 

Following the Charles Majors novel there were 
two others put on the market, one in New York 
and one in Chicago. The Chicago book was enti- 
tled “Dorothy Vernon, the Beauty of Haddon 
Hall,” and it wsa such a bold attempt to trade 
upon the reputation and name of tthe genuine work 
that it is said to have fallen flat. The New York 
counterfeit was ‘Mistress Dorothy of Haddon 
Hall.” Both of these volumes were without liter- 
ary merit or interest. Mr. Majors was aggrieved 
at these attempts to trade on his popularity by the 
upscrupulous, but it seems that the copyright law 
offered him little protection. The slight alteration 
from the title was enough to save the publishers 
from the law. 

After ithe success of the American. work a 
story having a similar title, and also having the 
unbeautiful Dorothy as its heroine, was published 
in a British magazine. ; 

It is enough to make the mistress of Haddon 
hall rest uneasy in her grave if she is aware of 
the literary furore she has caused in the world in 
the twentieth century. _Now Mr. Le Blanc-Smith’s 
new English book has started the discussion 
afresh, and other books and plays no doubt will 
be written. 

It is said that all this notoriety is distasteful 
to the Rutland family in England’ Mistress Dor- 
othy, the deposed beauty, may not have been as 
charming as she is represented in fiction, but she 

was the ancestress of the famous duke, who just 

' died, and as such too sacred to be gossiped out by 
any but aristocrats. But the family has no way of 
stopping the talk or the printing presses. 

The result of the discussion, however, following all 
the books, probably will be to make Dorothy Vernon 
one of the famous women of history.~ Truth and fable 
will be so interwoven in regard to her personality and 
experiences that the coming generations will not know 
whether she was beautiful or not, 

It is to be hoped that other 
beauties of history will not have 
literary “resurrections” to strip 
them of their laurels. It would 
be a great pity to have the Egyp- 
tologists dig up a tablet in the 
tombs of the pyramids showing 
that Cleopatra was not fascinat- 
ing, and that her love affairs with Ceasar and Marc An 
tony were overembroidered. 

Perhaps even the beauty of Helen of Troy is 
due more to the literary skill of Homer. or to the 
tastes of Paris than to any real charm that she pos- 
sessed. Her fame, however, is safe. No literary 
resurrections can touch her, and the most that icon- 
oclastic moderns are able to do is to deny that she 
existed. 

As to Mistress Dorothy Vernon, may her real 
face be forgotten, so that the American lovers of 
beauty and romance still picture her as the beauty 
idealized by Mr. Christy, ond of whose most famous 
pictures is that reproduced on this pake. 
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will be forced or retarded or stopped at will.

Quaint Ways of the Brown Babies of Burmah. 


REE important events follow rapidly 
upon the Burmése baby’s birth: His par- 
ents’ friends are invited to a th@rtrical 
performance, his horoscope is written, 
and he is named. 
The Burmese are far and away the 
most tireless actors and spectatorg of 
acting in the world. There scarcely Is a 
man in Burmah who has not at some time beer an 
actor. Every event of personal or social) importance 
is, if possible, celebrated by a play or zat poay. When 
baby is born a zat poay is. given. When he enters a 
kyoung there if a zat poay. When he comes out, an- 
other zat poay. When he is tattooed, again a zat 
poay. When a girl’s ears are bored, a zat poay. Mar- 
riage, divorce, and death are incomplete, not in good 
form, and lacking in decent observance, unless marked 
by a zat poay. A race is celebrated by a play, so is the 
dedication of a pagoda. 

The Burmese baby’s cradle is fashioned out of an 
old basket, or woven of creeping canes, pliant bamboos, 
and coarse, tough, fibrous leaves. bit of gay blanket, 
a soft ‘heap of old but bright hued clothes answer as 
baby’s eiderdown. Ropes or strong vines suspend the 
cradle from the roof. It hang from the center of the 
ceiling and swings so low that the elder children can 
‘sway it, or the grownups rock it without ceasing their 
usual work: Here baby takes his first sleep and many 
more,

Quaint Burmese Nursery Rhymes. 

Many a pretty—lullaby is crooned to the small, 
dimpled, brown potentate as his energetic little mother 
bustles to and fro, making red rice cakes or preparing 
the evening meal. of fruit, of pickled tea, of fish and 
curry. Here is one of the commonest Burmese cradle 
songs. Does it not remind you of a nursery ditty that 
your mother used to sing?

When the Burmese baby is a fortnight old he is 
named. The astrologer, an important functionary 
among the Burmese, selects or divines an auspicious 
day. Invitations accompanied with packets of pickled 


tea are sent far and wide, and friends and relatives 


are bidden to a feast and gat poay. On the day of the 
naming, Vaby’s head is washed for the first time, and 
his name is chosen and proclaimed. But the limits of 
the choice are determined by the day of the week upon 
which he was born. Burmese tustom divides the iet- 
ters of the alphabet among the days of the week, and 
a child born on Monday must receive a name initialed 
by one of the letters belonging to that day.

Superstitions About the Days of the Week. 
“Ka, kha, ga, gha, nga, Taninila, 

Sa, hsa, za, zha, nya, Ainga, 

Ta, tha, da, dha, na, Sanay,”’ 
is the beginning of a jingle which every Burmese child 
learns, as you learned “Thirty days hath September, 
April, June, and November.” A child born on Taninle 
(Monday) niust have a name beginhing with K, G, or 
N, and when he is old enough to go to the pagodas, the 
nature of the offering he carries, or rather its shape, is 
determined by the day of his birth. 

Each day of the week is under the protection, or 
subject to the fury, of some animal. The tiger rules 
Monday, and a Burman born on Monday will offer to 
Gautauma a candle shaped like a tiger and fashioned of 
yellow or of scarlet wax. Tuesday belongs to the king 
of beasts; Wednesday is the tusked elephant’s; Thurs- 
day is sacred to the rat, and Friday to the guinea pig. 
The dragon dominates Saturday, and Sun- 
day is dedicated to a fabulou8 creature— 
half bird, half beast. 

Early in life the littl Burman is tat- 
tooed; animals, charms, and conventional 
arangements of dots are pricked one by one 
into the soft brown skin. Often a round 
spot is shaven quite on the top of the head, 
and something elaborate is perpetrated 
there in brilliant red pigment.

Tattooings Cause Intense Suffering. 


The last and formal or ceremonial tat- 
tooing usually is celebrated late in boy- 
hood. The operation is painful, and often 
opium is used to dull the senses. But even 
so the after suffering is intense, and the 
stoicism of the Burmese boys is wonderful. 
A properly tattooed Burmese boy is alle- 
gorical from the belt to the knee. 


About the time the boy becomes a living 
picture book his sister’s ears are bored. 
This is the girl’s ‘‘ presentation ’’—her en- 
trée into society and womanhood. She does 
not lengthen her dress, because her dress 
always has been long; but she now learns 
to arrange her hair more carefully, to pow- 
der her face, to move with a peculiar sway- 
ing motion, supposed to be like the tilting 
of a head heavy flower in the breeze, and 
to do great havoc among the hearts of the 
Burmese men. Now she must practice de- 
portment, and no longer ramble here and 
there at her own sweet will, as free as the 
green and purple parrots she chases among 
the bamboo forests and the groves of flow- 
ering frangipanis. She is 12 or 13 now, and 
soon may hope to be a wife and mother. 
From this day until the near day of her 
betrothal she must be chaperoned. There 
is a feast, of course; and, of course, a play.

Every Burmese child léarns to dance, and smokes 
by instinct. ° The merest toddlers are devoted to their 
cigars. It is an hourly sight to see the dimpled, rosy 
mouth of baby pressed determinedly about a “ whack- 
ing blacg.cheroot.” Boys and girls learn the use of the 
fan and the significance of the umbrella. They feast 
on food hot with salt and capsicum, and on Burmah’s 
wonderful fruit plenty—a plenty crowded with pines 
and papayas, with citrons and custard apples, with 
green oranges and golden mangoes. 

The boys are sent to the monasteries to school, 
The Burmese alphabet is so remarkable that a dull boy 
often is a year learning it. The lazy boys are punished 
by being obliged to parade up and down carrying the 
industrious boys upon their backs. As in most oriental 
schools, the pupils study aloud. Every Burmese boy 
must spend some time as.a novice to the poungyis, or 
priests, who live in the kyoungs or monasteries.

Children’s Schools Are Oddest in the World. . 


Burmese children are devoted to puppet shows and 
to football. They are happy in living in a lIand of 


natural plenty, and perpetual picture. They are hap- 
pier in dwelling in a land in which there is little 
wealth and no pinching poverty. They are happiest 
in being the children of a happily tempered race—a 
race whose first law of life is love. 

The boys’ school is painted the most brilliant of 
earthly reds; it is lacquered to the supreme of earthly 
polish; it is wanton with bizarre gold toppings. Birds 

nest here and there in its queer, fantastic 
roofs, and gay Burmese flowers grow In its 
moldering niches and hang down its scarlet 
walls, looking among their tender leaves 
for all the world like blue and purple but- 
terflies, enmeshed in a pale green net. A 
fat, yellow clad Buddhist priest sits in the 
kyoung doorway. He is smoking * enor- 
mous cheroot. Beside him stands Po Thin, 
wearing a gayly striped potsoe, a generous- 
ly flowered jacket, and a pink silk goung 
boung or headkerchief. He is holding a 
big paper umbrella over the monk’s head, 
for the sun is hot. On the doorway sill 
stands a big brass bowl, heaped with 
pickled tea, and rice, and nauseous looking 
yelow cakes.

For half the day he has borne it up 
and down the village street, esking for 
nothing, but accepting any and every scrap 
of food bestowed upon him by the Burmese 
devout. 

The kyoungs, or monasteries, are the 
schools of Burmah. Every Burmese boy, 
upon reaching his eighth birthday, is put 
into a kyoung, and remains there for some 
time, learning to read and write and wait- - 
ing upon the poungyis, or priests. The boy 
pupil is a novice of the monastery, and to 
all intents and purposes a young priest. 
His novitiate is often brief. 


The Burmeége believe that a person's dis- 
position is determined by, or accords with, 
the day of the week of his birth. The Mon- 
day born are jealous. The Tuesday born 
are honest. Those born on Wednesday are 
quick of anger and quick to forgive and 
grow calm. Thursday’s children are mild.

Let the wrinkles of the forehead be the first ones 
to treat.

There are the crossways wrinkles, which run from 
the temple locks to the temple locks. There are the little 
narrow wrinkles, which run up and down between the 
eyes and directly over the nose. 

Take the nose wrinkles and rub across them. Rub 
from side to side. Never up and down. These “nose” 
wrinkles, as they are called, are the ones that lie di- 
rectly between the two eyebrows. They are right over 
the nose and they are the most disfiguring of all 
wrinkles. They make the face look scowling. 

Dip the finger tips in your skin food and rub across 
these wrinkles.

The next day the nose wrinkles will be back again.

Use Rotary Motion for Wrinkles Around Mouth. 


The forehead- wrinkles that run from side to side 
or from temple to temple, all the way across the fore- 
head, can be treated by rubbing them up and down. Take 
lots of skin food, rub up and down—always moving at 
right angles to the wrinkle—and in time you will see 
these lines begin to yield. They usually are deep and 
hard to reach. But they are not so disfiguring, because, 
in the case of a woman, they can be wholly or partially 
hidden by the hair dressing.

Some of these are 
transferred to the millinery department for 
that time, but a fur worker usually expects 
to be able to work at twotrades. Those who 


‘are, kept make from §7 to $8 a week in 


the dull seapon and from $9 to $10 ordinarily. 
They are not pleece workers, but are paid by 
the week, unless in the busy season they take 
their work heme at night, then they are paid 
by the piece, but those who work overtime 
in the store are paid time and one-fourth. 

There are German, Irish, Norwegias, and 
Swedieh girls here, and the joily, brown eyed 
forewoman is a Hungarian: The majority 
of them are single girls, but there are three 
widows, who have three children apleoe, and 
the forewoman said: “ They dress their chil- 
Gren well, send them to school, and have 
nice homes on $10 a week. Their work is 
nice, but it is heavy, especially im the busy 
season; it ie rush, rush, and rush, and we get 
tired.” 

A young girl starte at $3.50 a week, and it 
requires three or four years-for her to be- 
come a proficient fur worker. She is ad- 
vanced to $7 and may make as much as $12, 
but this is about as high -as she can go.

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Job Is an Entering Wedge: 


N the great béehive of business industries 
there are countless positions not classi- 
fied; positions that no one would think of 
applying for, because their existence is 
not realized. And often a bright business 

man or woman creates a position or a de- 
partment out of the loose ends and odd jobs 
to be done about an office that becomes su- 
perior in pay and responsibility to all the 
hitherto well established departments. 

The odd job employé has the best opportu- 
nity In the world. The bookkeeper has his 
duties cut out for him. It is the same with 
the stenographer, the clerk, the salesman, 
and every other position that clearly is de- 
fined. But the odd job man can use his 
ingenuity, his originality, and his ideas. 

Many successful men trace their present 
positions back to the entering wedge afford- 
ed them by a seemingly unimportant, un- 
promising position. Many captains of in- 
dustry seem to have chanced on the place 
that gave them their opportunity, and the 
place, at the time, appeared to have little 
to commend it. In contrast with this con- 
dition, those who entered service in some 
well known line, generally ere found ten, 
fifteen, and twenty years later, little in ad- 
vance of where they started—still balancing 
books, writing letters from dictation, or talk- 
ing up the merits of certain goods over store 
counters. °

Routine Work Deadens Originality. 

Two conditions are to be taken into ac- 
count in contemplation of this state of affairs:

Small Job Shops Prosper.

HEN the capable tool and diemaker 
of today considers setting up in 
business for himself in a jobbing 
shop which makee a specialty of re- 
pairs and of die and lathe work, it 

seems to me that he bag an advantage and 
opportunities that did not exist when I be- 
gan the business. 

For one thing, he has learned his trade un- 
der far more liberal circumstances than were 
offered my father when he took me as ap- 


‘prentice to the shop and paid $3 a week for 
‘mip privilege to spoil things at the bench 


and lathe. Now the expert die man and 
teol man grows up through @ paid appren- 
ticeship and when he is capable enough to 
pass he commands from 38 to 45 cents an 
hour. On this basis for an eight to ten hour 
day the expert mechanic can save something 
if he will and at the moment he is ready to 
go into Business in the jobbing line with 
tool and die equipments he has a wider fieid 
of possibilities than ever he could have had 
twenty years ago. 
> 8 
Field Is Widening Steadily. 

There is competition in the business and 
higher wages are paid to expert machinists 
than once were paid. But the field of the job- 
bing shop fe widening steadily. Once the 
malleable iron Works did the greater part of 
the work which the tool and die working 
shop accomplishes in other metal. The mal- 
leable casting was heavier than it needed 
to have been and the processes were slower 
and the resulta less satisfactory than are 
the stamped and milled products of the mod- 
ern jobbing shop. In the evolution of the 
malleable iron business the smaller cast- 
inge have been left out of the foundry lists 
and the jobbing machine shop, using tools 
and dies, lathes, automatic screw machines, 
milling machines, and shapers are coming 
more and more into the making of the small 
portions of machinery which once were 
cast. 

Twenty-five hundred dollars will start « 
capable expert into business for himself. 
which ought to promise him a net return 
approximating his wages. To the extent that 
he has an eye and head for business he may 
expect better and quicker returns on his in- 
vestment. Today a man starting In for him- 
self can find as sma)! space as he desires, 
with power supplied, light, and perhaps full 
elevator service. Years ago he would have 
needed to put in a steam plant of his own 
vefore he could have started his machinery.

Certain Machinery Is Needed. 

The automatic screw machine is the cost- 
liest of the machines necessary; next is the 
milling machine, them the engine lathes and 
the shapers. To these standard machines 
new machines are being added and the fu- 
ture may see many others which will mini- 
mige the work of the human hand, 

The jobbing machine enop.is a fixture in 
the industrial world. It is the logical place 
in which «a patented article in métals shall 
be manufactured for the owner of the patent. 


More than this,.it is the logical adjunct tp. 


many of the big manufacturing plants which 
make specialties of theirown. For example, 
a factory is building all the larger and heav- 
ier parts of a machine and discovers that to 
make some of the smaller parts will require 
more room, more expensive machinery, and 
more time and trouble than are represented 
in giving the contract for the work to a job- 
bing shop. , 

Bome of the big manufacturers have 
learned this ‘o their cost. I know of places 
where the mz: agements have decided to put 
in the machinery using delicately adjusted 
dies for stamping. This is expensive ma- 
chinery in the first place, and, more than 
this, it requires an expert die man to take 
care of the dies and to regulate them. 

*« . 
Unskilled Woriman Ruins Dies. 

But the new machines are put into the 
hands of a yéungster to run, and in a few 
days a hurry up call is received by the die- 
maker to send some one over to repair the 
dies. Frequently, when the man goes he 
discovers that the dies are ruined and must 
be renewed. When this process is re- 
peated a few times in quick succession, the 
manufacturing plant is likely to set the 
machine outside and to make a contract with 
a jobbing shop for the rest of the work. 

The small jobber entering the business with 
his smnall plant will have some figuring that 
does not apply to the larger establishments 
of the kind. He may need the services of 
three or four expert machine men on die 
work, and may pay them the limit of 45 cents 
an hour. This means that with only three or 
four die men not busy all the time, these 45 
cent men will need to do the rough work of

shop they are almost certain to be “ quitters." 
I have been tempted from experience to cay 
that i never will hire another pair of boys 
who make application together. Give me the 
lone boy—the boy who comes in with a franig 
face and who isn’t afraid to take his hat off 
in the office.

with the unknown. An Eng- 
by Radium. lish scientist who suffered 
from a burned place on his side was unable to 
remember how he had receivedthe hurt. He 
applied the usual remedies, but the injury 
grew worse. The burn spread and the skin 
came off. He suffered severely and became 
alarmed and mystified, because he could not 
discover the source of the trouble, Then he 
remembered that he had a tiny glass tube 
containing radium in his vest pocket. He 
ecarcely could believe that the radium might 
have caused the trouble. He transferred the 
glass phial from the right pocket to the left. 
Immediately thereafter the burn on the right 
side began to heal and within three days the 
left side was affected. There was no room 
to doubt. The radfum, in some way not ex- 
plained, had burned his flesh. There had 
been no perceptible heat and his clothing 
was not scorched. This experience opens up 
wonderful possibilities, and further study of 
radium and !ts effect upon life will be awaited 
with interest.

“This man gets. good work out of ais 
clerks by taking a personal interest in them, 
He is kind hearted, too. Many a time, so 
one of his men once told me, if a rain storm 
came up suddenly as one of his saleswomen 
was starting out without an umbrella, the 
old gentleman would take one out of stock 
and make her a present of it.

Small Salary with Commission. 

“The head of the other store of which I 
speak goes at getting good work out of the 
clerks in this way. He figures that if you 
drop one penny into a man’s purse ne will 
try himself to put another in. He pays 215 
clerks smal! salaries and then gives to eaca 
one a commission upon sales. This idea 
came to that man several years ago. He 
first tried it in the silk department. That 
store today does the best silk business in its 
city, which isa metropolitan one. It dces not 
stand exdctly as the leading store there, but 
it has the leading business in silks. One 
young woman, on the day before Christmas 
last year, made commissions wmounting that 
day alone to over $18. 

“ When a customer walks into that depar:- 
ment the clerks do not exactly grab after 
them—they are too busy for this—but they 
take hold of customers and take interest in 
them. They show goods. They are not paid 
just a mere pittance of a few dollars a week, 
but they are given something worth while if 
they make a sale. Clerks are more apt to get 
tired of working if they feel they are going 
to get paid whether they work or not than if 
they know they will not get their pay unless 
Then you will see them

“after this man had tried this system 
in his silk department and found that it 
worked so well, he adopted it throughout the 
concern in all departments. And, mark mé, 
you are going to see that store come forward 
more rapidly than any other in its city be- 
cause the clerks in that store are paid well 
for what they do and are Interested in what 
they are doing. 

‘Now that plan, it strikes me,” continued 
Watkins [Hoover had become so interested 
that his cigar had gone out and John C., the 
young college man, sat with his eyes wide 
open, too absorbed to take notes with a 
pencil], “is the ideal plan on whicha store, a 
large store especially, should work. I know 
even of a smaller establishment in which not 
more than ten clerks are employed where this 
commission system is handled successfully.’’ 

“I tried a sort of commission system,” 
spoke up Hoover, “ but I didn’t like it well. 
It was giving my clerks sort of pin money 
or ‘spiffs,’ as they call it, to work off certain 
lines. When a line would get short or sizes 
broken on it, I would put a little spiff of from 
10 to 50 cents on it if a clerk would sell that 
thing—and I also tried putting spiffs on 
things that paid me a legitimate but longer 
profit. But I found that the spiff system did 


~ Deal Honestly with Customers. 


“I want to tell you, gentlemen, that the- 


one way fora clerk’to deal with a customer | 
is the Tair, square, straight way. Whenever 
a clerk is working for a little 10 cents or a lit- 
tle two bits or a little half dollar for his own 
pocket and is considering himself instead of 
the customer, he is doing an injury to the 
business. I know that this spiff system pre- 
vails all over the country, and I don't believe 
in it, as I said, because it makes a clerk dis- 
honest. A corps of clerks who do not treat 
a man’s customers right will soon tear down 
hie business; a corps that treats customers 
fairly will build a business. 

“No, sir; no more of this spiff system for 
me! Of course I can see where the commis- 
sion system is better—thatJs, if you give the 
same percentage of commissions on all sales. 
That would enable the clerk still to be honest 
with the customer and at the same time eell 


him higher priced goods, which never is a. 
disadvantage to the person who buys them.”*.

system. He gives each clerk who will sell a 
suit of clothes for $20 or more a epiff of 50 
cents. And this te the result. When a man 
comes in and wants to buy a suit of clothes 
the clerk will ask how good a suit be wants. 
If the man says about $15, the clerk immeci- 
ately goes to show him something worth $20 
or $25 .and eight times out of ten the clerk 
will sell a $20 suit if the man has that amount 
of money in his pocket. And I know from 
actual experience in selling that this man’s 
business on suits retailing at $20 and up 
has more than trebled within twoyears. He 
does the same thing tn his hat department 
now and his shoe department. If one of the 
clerks sells a hat for $3 or more, or a pair of 
shoes for $3.00 or up, he gets 10 cents.” 

** Well, now, that strikes me as being a good 
idea,’’ remarked Hoover, thoughtfully. “ This 
had never come to me and Iam going to adopt 
that system in my business. I believe, too, 
if I had a large trade like the man you spoke 
of, Watkins, I should not only pay a commis- 
sion on sales but I would give an additional 
commission for the sale of goods above a 
certain standard.

They have no 
stimulus during the week with eath sale they 
make, and that keeps them from taking an 
interest in the business. To make a clerk in- 
terested in your business make him inter- 
ested in every sale. Instead of growing de- 
spondent, stealing, knocking down, and booz- 
ing a clerk should feel that he has a future 
just as much as any other man, There are 
lofs of men in business who intend, after 
awhile, to retire from business—perhaps not 
altogether, but by degrees—who would like 
to have some one to put ina little money with 
them and give the business their attention.

A little later the offer was renewrd and 
the restriction removed that he should re- 
sign his position with the life insurance com- 
pany.

When Carnegie 
was inspecting the mine the superintendent 
said: “ That fellow shoeing horses over there 
is the fastest and best man in the shop.

In the message received by Dr. Jameson 
the period was placed after “‘ aid "instead of 
after “here.” Thus the qualifying clause 
was cut off an@ became part of the next 
sentence. The Rhodesians instantly came 
galloping across the frontier on their iu fated 
mission—and the Boer war became inevitable. 

How great a disaster may be caused by the 
most trivial act of carelessness the state of 
Massachusette had bitter proof. In 1868 a 
naturalist carelessly laid some gypsy moth 
eggs upon the sill of an open window, and a 
puff of wind blew them into the garden. The 
naturalist forgot all about the moth eggs 
until the next year, when he was surprised 
to find a large colony of gray caterpillars 
with red and blue spots upon a tree near the 
house. He killed as many as he could see, 
but the next year they were mora, numerous 
than ever. Twenty years rolled by, and then 
came.a hot summer, and the place swarmed 
with caterpillars. The hugery animals spread 
in every direction. So terrible was the plague 
that the ground was covered with the dead 
bodies of the crawling creatures and the 
stench was appalling. 

Since then the state has spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in a desperate effort 'to 
stay the slowly spreading plague.

Marvy Wrrkers Are Cae-less. 

Bankers say that people especially are care- 
less about writing checks. The Supreme 
court of Maine recentiy decided a case where 
the negligence of a man who drew a check 
was the sole point ai issue. The treasurer 
of an electric company, in payment of a bill, 
had made a check for an even hundred dol- 
lars. The words “ one hundred ’’ were writ- 
ten in the middle of the line and a space was 
left between the dollar mark and the figures, 
thus: ‘$100. Nothing could have been 
easier than to write “ eighty ” in the one 
line and “8” in the other. The’check in the 
hands of the unscrupulous payer became 
“eighty-one hundred dollars.” The signa- 
ture was genuine, and the bank paid out the 
money without question.

In fact, they already had been in 
consultation with the agent of a Chicago 
renting firm, with a view to obtaining a 
location on State street. The deal was un- 
completed, pending something or other.

The shoe 
people want that store at a lower price than 
the owner will rent for. You want a shoe 
store in there because if there’s a shoe store 
there a fur store can’t getin. You take the 
lease and sublet to the shoe store people. 
That will cost you $1,200a year. We will re- 
mit the first year’s expense to you.

Men Who Work for Express Companies. 


HE vice president and weetern mana- 
ger of one of the biggest express com 
panies in Chicago at‘one time was & 
truck driver. The general agent of the 
same company started asa freight 

handler. The president of another company 
started in asa clerk. The history of the ex- 
press. business is packed with examples of 
men who have risen from the lowest ranks, 
No pull ‘was back of them; but they pos, 


sessed undoubted merit, the ability to handle - 


a tremendous volume of work with ease, and 
above all they had in a marked degree. un- 
swerving loyalty to the company with which 
they worked. 

In the days of strenuous’ compétition, the 
express companies, as employers, are worthy 
of consideration. If a man is contented 
with the prospect of “holding down " 
a good, steady job, and not have the 
ambition to go into business for him- 
self at the end of so many years—ready 
also to work hard for advancement and not 
want short hours—the express service is @ 
good one. There are multitudes of good pay- 
ing salaried positions ahead of the sealous 
worker, and a good many plums in the shape 
of jobs paying anywhere from §2.500 to $10,- 
000 to those who have marked ability. A 
man must be young to enter the express busi- 
ness; but he is not fred when he is 40 years 
of age. There are scores of gray headed 
men, 60 to TO years old, to be seen in the em- 
ployment of the various express companies, 
In @ manner, a position with one of the large 
express companies is as sure as death and 
taxes.

Get $50 a Month to Stert. 

Most of the express companies will not take 
& man under 21 years of age; but the salary 
paid generally is fair to start—usually not 
under $50 per month. Advancement depends 
entirely on the man. A nine hour day in gen- 
eral prevails, ten hours for truck drivers, and 
three months fn the year there is a Saturday 
half holiday. A yearly vacation also is 
granted. 

A man can start in with an express com- 
pany running “an elevator. or trucking 
freight, and if he does that successfully, 
showing courtesy and from. the 
acquirement of bad habits, he soon will be

he starts as truck driver there is promotion 
ahead of him in the shape of being made con- 
ductor of a money wagon, such positions pay- 
ing well, nor need he stay long as conductor.

Must Have Capacity for Detail. 

A man to succeed with an express com- 
pany must have a good head for detail work. 
In nearly all responsible positions he must 
be familiar with the names of agents in the 
various towns -and ‘cities. He. must be cog- 
nizant with routes, know the rates to differ- 
ent places on various commodities. He must 
be a good man at figures and know a good 
dea] about the railroad business. He will find 
the more he knows the better he will be 
liked by those over him. That is why men 
can work up from the humblest positions; 
in fact, most of the men at the top rungs of 
the ladder seem to have started at the bottom. 

Disloyalty is an unforgivable offense. That 
is why none of the express concerns has 
taken a single teamster back.» who struck 
work and preferred being loyal to his union 
instead of to hiscompany. If a man gets seri- 
ously injured, although he may have made 
an agreement not to hold the company re- 
sponsible—provided he has been a “ loyal 
"—he will receive considerate treatment. 

One strong reason why an expressman must 
be loyal is because an express company is 
now a sort of national institution. It makes 
an absolute agreement to make Gelivery of 
any package accepted. Commerte depends

Theft Is Unraridonable Offense. 


Theft is the unforgivable offense in express 
work. All men in responsible positions hr .d- 
1ing sums of money and valuables receive 
salaries which are supposed to place them be- 
yond the reach of temptation. But if a man 
once does steal money the express concern 
stands ready to spend any amount to track 
him down. His photo is sent to every town 
and city in the union. Other express com- 
panies gladly help in the hunt, aided by Pink- 
erton and the regular police, Even if he be 
caught after he has hidden the money and 
serve his sentence in jail his; memory still 
is fresh at the place where he formerly was 
employed and should he attempt to spend his 
iligotten g*ins he will find detectives on his 
track. 

A man must have a clean record .or at least 
ten years to get employment with an ex-~- 
press firm. The fact that-he has lived over 
a saloon generally is enough to give him 4 
“black eye.” If he states he has been out 
of work part of the time he must produce 

evidence from responsible people to 
attest that fact. When he is employed he 
at once is placed under bond. All employés 
are bonded. In one or two companies the 
company itself assumes the risk—saving 
much money to the employés. When the com-

Most Fearful Force on Eartb. 

A study of anger shows how irrational and 
how devastating an emotion it is. Dr. Jean 
La Blanc, the French scholar, has presented 
an analysis of the passion that is iNuminat- 
ing. 

“We find,” says he, “two chief causes 
for anger: Defeated purpose and some un- 
expected event with distasteful consequence. 
The former cause as a rule produces passion 
of the self-consuming kind, which in time 
makes a suilen, sour temper. The latter 
cause is productive of the violent explosions 
that mar human happiness hour by hour. 


And, as a rule, the more inconsequential the- 


occasion “he more barbarous the outbreak. 
“The first impulse created by anger is to 
gain objective satisfaction. It is the law 
of. compensation. As a natural] reaction, a 
man wants to wreak vengeance on the door 
his elbow has hit. In children and in persons 
of simple mental development the foree of the 
wrath seeks to expend itself on the agent 
which incited it. Higher in the scale of in- 
telligence, with persons who are accustomed 
to adjust means to ultimate and distant ends, 
anger becomes the most fearful force on 
earth. .Men will cherish a resentment for 
years, while they work out a careful revenge 
that will entail suffering for untold victims. 
But think how effective has been this anger 
in history. Wars that have devastated states, 
massacres in which a whole race reddens its 
hands with the blood of its fellow-mem, have 
been the progeny of dassion that had no 
better cause for being than some fancied or 
real personal slight.

Profanity Is a Safety Valve. 

‘‘ When. however, the angered person finds 
himself in a position of helplessness, his 
wrath turns inward and its force is spent on 
himself. He is burned with a fire that never 
Gies, because it is fed anew daily. Suiki- 


ress passes into petulance, settled sullenness | 
follows, and misanthropy is the sure tymp- 


tom of the chronic victim of his own weak- 
ress. He cannot ‘ get even’ with the world 
and he ‘gets even’ with himself--and more 


than even with others.” 

Dr. La Blane, in this connection, Justities 
cursing, although with qualification. ~ “ [ft 
an outburst of violent words affords a vent 
to anger that otherwise would react upon the 
individual or lead him to wreak vengeance 
upon others, who can doubt that it is the 
best for him to swear?’’ 

The first thing noted in collecting a list 
of the more frequent causes of anger was 
that they are varied. Further inquiry provea 
the truth of the French savant's statement 
that “ wrath, the effect, becomes at once a 
causé, as it is transmitted forthwith in as 
many directions and to as many personsand 
things as the aroused man can reach.”

Paying Deposits Bad Policy; 
Mane Put Up Often Is Lost. 


By C. D. 


HERE are few persons that at some 

time or another in their lives haven’ 

had experience in paying a depcsit on 

something either deliberately or on the 

spur of the moment only to find the ar- 
ticle of purchase or contract—as well as the 
deposit—a little later, and forever after, a 
minus quantity. Whatever the consideration 
may have been the inducement was suf- 
ficient potent to extract the deposit, then for 
some reason or another the redemption 
failed to follow, and the deposit monéy, in 
consequence, was forfeited. 

The deposit practice, though not necessari- 
ly confined to them, probably is most common 
with the poorer classes, and the usual reason 
for forfeiting is lack of money, or its un- 
expected or more urgent needs for other pur- 
poses— hough often there are other reasons 
of various sorts which can be group<d con- 
vemently under the general head of “ change 
of mind.” 

The husband or father may be earning his 
$12 or $15 a week, and the good wife or 
daughter—either on a shopping tour, or by 
some glib agent—gets implicated in a Iittie 
matter that looks ali right, with the result 
that she pays down the few dollars she has 
handy and trusts to hubby’s or papa’s pay 
day—singular or plural, as the case might 
demand—for the balance.

Money Needed for Cther Purposes. 

Then hubby, or papa, comes heme, and she 
telis him all about it, of course, but, alas! she 
learns to her dismay he already has Incurred 
some Uttle obligation that will use up all his 
spare cash for some time to come. So the 
matter is debated pro and con, and it finally 
is decided that the burden would be too great. 
If possible they get the money back; if not, 
they lose it. Or, the man may come home 
with the bad news of a lay off, if not worse, 
or a spell of sickness may come up. 

If it is not the wife or daughter who makes 


the deposit, then it may be the husband or ~ 


father, or it may be the young man or woman 
who is going it alone in the world. And 
often the transaction is regretted even before 
the victim is beyond the magnetic influence 
of the seller—in. such instances most neatly 
confirming the trite saying, “Act in haste, re- 
pent at leisure.” 

The lines In which this deposit paying is a 
feature are many. It is common with tallor- 
ing firms (for men or women), jewelry firms,

The various causes for deposit givingcould 
be multiplied: indefinitely. But the seriova 
question would seem to be, how can they be 
dissipated or at least mitgated in sufficient 
measure to prevent these one sided effects? 
In the first place, there cre those whbd pay the 
deposit on a spontaneous impulse or under the 
stress of suasion and without any after- 
thought as to whether or not they will be able 
or even will care to pay the balance. In the 
second place there are those who pay the de- 
posit thinking they can easily meet the 
balance, and from their present standpoint 
they can, but who. from some unexpecte@ 
cause, when the time comes find they cannot. 

Third, are those who, as above, pay the 


deposit, thinking they ¢an pay the balance, . 


too—and can—but who, for any one of a num- 
ber of possible reasons, when the time comes 
find they do not care to doso. Fourth, those 
who pay the deposit without present pros- 
pect of their ability to meet the balance, but 
who trust to clreumstances to favor them se 
they willl be able to pay it when the time 
comes, and those who thus at the last mo- 
ment, finding themselves able to pay the ba!- 
ance, for any one of a number of possibie 
reasons, as above, do not care todoso . .

Night Patrol at Stock Yards: 


Bivite Watchers on Guard. 
By George Brett. | 


HERE are upwards of 200 men who 
patrol Packingtown every night. They 
are of all ages and nationalities, some 
-@f ‘the watchers being young. Young 
_..- omen, however, generally “put in 
“time Here until soniething better shows up. 
Tie work leads to nothing, but the position 
is sure, the work is not laborious, and the 
pay is fair. From $15 to $18 per week are 
the average wages of night watchmen at 
the stockyards. The most disagreeable part 
of the work fs the climbing up and down 
flights of stairs and wading through the 
ith and dirt which abound in many sections 
of the yards. Add to. these disadvantages 
the efforts required on the part of the watch- 
man during his first ‘ew weeks or months 
of duty to keep awake, and the greatest part 
of the hardships of the stockyards patrol- 
man bas been stated. 

“1 was on duty for eight months at one of 
the big plants,” said an ex-watchman, “and 
during that time every one of the fifty men 
employed had fallen asleep on duty and been 
suspended fourteen days as punishment.” 
s Bumming ' around in the-daytime instead 
of going to bed, and-drinking are the main 
factors which disqualify a watchman from 
doing his duties ager 


Sleeping on Day ween Discharée. 
In one large plant skeeping on duty is an 
unforgivable offense, punishable by instant 
dismiseal. The man in charge of the night 
watchers said it took at. ltast eighteen 
months to break a new man into being a 
first class waichman, and that because of the 
manner in which the company looked after 
the patrolman’s welfare there Was a constant 
struggle to obtain employment omtheir night 
force. No less than a dozen out of a fc. rece of 
forty-five men have been with the samecom- 
pany ‘Cw thirty, years or, more. . 
t is doubtful whether there is any other 
propétty in the country better guarded 
against risks of fire and theft than the stock- 
yards. The ground which the watchers pa- 
trol comprises: about One square mile, and 
there are 1,300 stations where the watchmen 


Ying up every hour of the night. The beat 
of the patrolman is se arranged that he has 

to ‘pull a box” on the average every five 
minutes. “This signal is registered on his 
time slip in the central office, and every 
morning these original slips are sent to the 
apenas esters for — pe wee 


System of checking Is Intricate. 

A body-of clerks keep close'check of the 
labors of the watchman and instantly report 
discrepancies. If the watchman is due to 
ring up a certain box on his beat at, say, 
11:30 p. m. and for some reason does not, he 
is given ten minutes’ grace. When the ten 
minutes are up a runner from the main office 
goes after him hot footed and reports exactly 
how and why he failedin his duty. Generally 
it is found some outside occurrence distract- 
ed his attention and he goes on his way under 
the impression that he did ‘* pull the box.’’ 
Sometimes hé imagines he can doze off for @ 
minute or two and falls dead asleep, from 
which state he rudely is awakened by the 
runner. 

All the big packing houses are divided into 
small sections on a map and numbered for 
the convenience of quickly localizing fires 
on various floors and different departments 
of the large estabHshments. If a fire breaks 
out anywhere it is reported by the watch- 
man and the man in the central office gives 
that number to the fire department, which 
has complete indexes to those numbers. 
There also is a fire insurance station located 
right in the heart of the stockyards district. 
In this fire station a man sits before a time 
register. Every ten minutes he has to ring 
up the recording machine to show that he is 
at his post and awake. ilure to ring means 
discharge. Before the watcher are a number 
of boards set in a case, bearing the same 
numbers as boards in the central office.

sets of numbers are supplied to the city fire 
department and different buttons are pressed 
to summon. it; but the central office of the 
packers has the key to both sets of numbers 
and in the shortest imaginable space of time 
can secure all the engines and companies 
required. Owing to being close at hand, 
however, the fire insurance people gener- 
ally manage to have the outbreak under con- 
trol before the city engines arrive. 

The watchman in most packing plants re- 
ports at the central time office every hour. 
Some of the men cover as many as twenty~ 
five miles every night, though the average 
amount of ground covered would not be 
more than’ twenty. In addition to guarding 
against fire and theft the watchman has to 
take the temperature in various packing 
plants and see the proper lights are burning. 

The average number of hours worked are 
twelve or thirteen’ every night, with one 
night off every week or fortnight. In some 
plants there always is a demand for new men; 
in others, as stated, it is difficult to get a 
job. All watchmen are bonded for not less 
than $1,000, and unless a man can show a 
recor@ of good behavior for ten years past 
he would better seek employment elsewhere. 


Woes of the Station Agent. 


HE railtoad ticket agent at the 

small station in the average small 

town has troubles that are all his 

own. He is a much misunderstood 

individual for the most part, and to 

this extent he finds the whole outside world 
hard to understand. 

-In the line of his salaried work he is tele- 
graph operator, express agent, freight agent, 
ticket agent, baggage man, janitor, and flag- 
man, and, while he is doing all these things, he 
is the officia! reporter on the time of all trains 
to dozens of villagers who come down to 
“see the train come in,”’ and who; by rea- 
son of this mission, are ‘‘ sore ’’ if it chances 
to be ten or fifteen minutes late. 

There are exceptions from the station 
agent: ‘“‘type,’’ naturally. Just to. the.ex- 
tent that a station is on only one line of road 
whith makes a specialty of monopoly ugll- 
ness, of course, a station agent has a chance 
to play even in the course of a@ year or so. 
But where there are competing lines in the 
neighborhood, reached by cross country 
trolley lines in two or three directions, the 
station ticket agent has troubles beyond the 
possibilities of'a single catalogue’ smaller 
than an encyclopedia.

There are two station ticket agents for 
each town. This means twelve hour days 
for seven day weeks. A day off is an event; 
a vacation may be as impossible as the 
meeting and passing of two trains on the 
Sate track. Af the same time the day agent 
never finds it lonely if his station town has 
three competing hotels and another line of 
road throtugh the place. 

He may get $60 a month, or only. $40, ac- 
cordingly as the illiberality of the road has 
become a mattec of fixed gossip. But he 
gets a commission on certain tickets which 
he sells for other roads when some one in 
the town two or three times a year decides 
to “‘ takea-trip.’’ But he earns most of this, 
witha little overtime coming, in the long, 
long talks which he has with the traveler at 
odd times during the three or four months

in which the traveler is getting ready to 
decide upon the route. . 

Ordinarily the railroad ticket window in 
the small town is supposed to open twenty 
minutes before train time. Ordinarily, too, 
the patron of the road from the small town 
appears at the waiting room.forty minutes 
before train time. The average distance 
traveled by the average village patron of the 
road is about sixteen miles. Here Is a situ- 
ation out of which, at a glance, any one may 
see where the ticket agent earns his money

For the village patron of the read to blow 
in forty minutes ahead of train time and 
find the shutter of the ticket window down 
and bolted at ance is to suggest to that 
nervous person the horror of being left. He 
may wait seven minutes before he begins 
to hammeér on the'shutter. but in fourteen 
minutes he will be half frantic. At the mo- 
ment the agent may be in the freight room 
of the station billing out three coops of 
chickens, two cases of eggs, and a barrel 
of soapgrease butter. and utterly unconstious 
of-the racket.. 
telegraph office making up the books of the 
office, in anticipation of a traveling auditor's 
blowing in without notice. 

In any ‘event, however, the patron who 
intends going three stations down the line 
is in an anarchistic mood ten minutes before 
the ticket window opens, and when the same 
customer then learns for the first.time that 
the train is thirty minutes late he bursts all 
bounds of anger against the whole line and 
attempts to take it out of the agent. In .ais 
situation the rules of the road do not compel 
the agent to smile pleasantly, but at the most 
he may look calm only, and he must not 
strike the ticket stamp witu more than four 
pounds extra force, which always makes the 
customer madder than ever.

Hotel Run ers As Questions. 


Under the rules of the companies the 
ticket agent must keep the spring lock on 
the door of his office closed and fast. But 
the agent can’t do it all the time, and when- 
ever he doesn't some one walks in with two 
grips. an overcoat, and an umbrella, asking 
the privilege of leaving them there, as the 
train is late. If this be a traveling man, 
who afterwards walks four biocks up the 
street for “ another one,"’ and makes it four 
instead, there are more hollers when the 
agent is handing the conductor his orders on 
the platform and the traveler is beating on 


Or he may be inside the ticket- . 


the station door, breathless from a run, 
and seeing his finish in the inability to 
get his baggage 

Long before this the three hotel “ runners ” 
have been nagging him as to the exact time 
the train ought to be due; whether “she” 
has made up any time; whether that wasn’t 
“her ’’ whistle at the crossing four miles up; 
whether No. 6 isn’t likely to be laid up in the 
afternoon, and whether a certain piecé or 
two or three of baggage misplaced last week 
have been located for a customer. of “|the 
house.” . 

In the méantime a freight conductor who 
has had to take a siding unexpectedly be- 
cause of the disarrangement of the passenger 
schedule will have been in the office, using 
freight train language, pianissimo. He will 
have spat tobacco juice on the office floorand 
stove, questioned the orders which tied him 
up there, and in general will have condemned 
all things toa warm place of last resort. And 
on all such occasions the ticket agent meets 
an unusually large number of village ac- 
quaintances who are cheerful and talkative; 
notoriously there are thousands of dwellers 
in. the small towns who never come down to 
see a train in unless “‘ she ”’ is behind time,

On these occasions when a passenger train. - 
is late the ticket agent has a serious propo-, 


sition up to him. Asa rule the ticket agent 
would be fired for telling the truth about the 
lateness of a train. If the train is to bein 
within ten minutes of the schedule he is 
supposed to say. nothing about, lateness; on 
the other hand, if he has knowledge of a full 
sixty minutes off the schedule, he is expected 
to shade the time in the proportion that 
patrons have a chance to try another line. 

Twenty minutes late is about all a ticket 
agent under the circumstances is allowed to 
admit at ohe time. Twenty. minutes after 
the first announcement he may admit an- 
other twenty minutes of delay, and at the 
expiration of that time he finds it better to 
give the last twenty minutes of the hour in 
two installments of ten minutes each. Hold- 
ing a crowd together ina waiting room, with 
a train running an hour late, is something 
more than an art. It is a confidence game 
in which the successful agent demonstrates 
that he might have become a millionaire if 
only he had gone into the gold brick business. 

Seriously, one of the hardest positions to 
fill acceptably in a small town is the position 
of station agent, where the myriad duties of 
a raflroad fall upon the all around man 
working eighty-four hours a week for far 
less money than he earns. Nothing in the 
field of tactful, intelligent energy and com- 
mon sense could be too good and profitable 
for the capabilities of the first class ticket 
agent in“a country town. 
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put @ patch or two'on a shoe of mine that 
sadly needed bis” handiwork I questioned 
him. Ruskowski is @ man of brawn and 
muscle, not over 85 years old.

HEN the Chicago postoffice shuffles its 

286,000 picture post cards every week, 

about 149,000 of them are illustrated for 

a more or les@ personal affronting of 

the recipient. Just as it was decided 

by the postoffice department years ago 

that a man may not “dun” another mah 

on a post card, so Postoffice Inspector 

Stuart is méving officially upon the vulgar, irritating 

picture post ¢ard, and in response to the scores of 

complaints from post card victims in Chicago the in- 

spector means to put the irritating senders of the 

missives out of business and possibly into federal 
penitentiaries. 

Bendifig matter through the mail which is of a fim- 
ture to damage the reputation and eharacter of the per- 
son addressed is punishable by a fine of $5,000, or by 
five’ years in a federal prison, or by both the fine and 
imprisonment. Inepector Stuart is assured that thous- 
ande of these picture post cards that find their way 
through the Chicago postoffice not only carry printed 
designs calctilated to irritate and feflect upon their re- 
cipients, bit the testimony of victtms is that these cards 
have been seit with a studied intent on the part of the 
sender in thie way to become a persecutor of his

Half of the Cards Are Obscene and Vicious. 


In the average shop sélling these cards in Chicago 
from a Gogen to fifty cafdse may be found at any time 
upon which no decent person of either sex could afford 
to be seen looking. Nothing in the rankest of foreign 
illustrated papers can outdo them. Aj] that obscenity 
and vicidOusnéss might Geeire are to be fgund among 
these card displays that openly are on view én the coun- 
ters Of these small shops. Most of the attendants at 
these shops are young women, and by far the greater 
purchasers of fhe cards are men. Only about haif 
of the cards purchased are of the questionable or 
vicious personal. character, still the magnitude of the 
sales of picture post cards in general is enough to bring 
the postal and police departments to a sharp investiga- 
tion. A score of these cards purchased by a‘ representa- 
tive of TH® Sunpay TrisvuNe the other day, H repro- 
duced on this page would shut thie iasue of Tus Tars- 
unE from .the United States mails! Yet from the at- 
tractive nature of the show windows of these ehope any 
child may be tempted to enter, to find at once under his 
eyes some of the abominations of the degenerate artist's 
“art. 

One of the largest wholesale and retail dealers tn 
these picture post cards in Chicago established the busi- 
ness in Geftmany fifteen years ago. He cate to the 
United States at the time of the world’s fair at St. 
Louis, and fot a year and a half he has had a wholesale 
business here, and has conducted three retail shops in 
Chicago. The latgest of these retall shaps i* in the 
downtown district, over which a handsome young Ger- 
mafi woman presides.

Six Million in Stock in a Single Store. 


This hotse Keeps in stock 6,006,000 cards, and in 
this stock at the present time are 135 views of Chicago 
of almost every conceivable character. In the retail 
stock of this qoncerh afte probably 100 cards of the 
personal order, selling two for 5 cents, as against the 
view cardé selling for 6 cents each. Inthe eight months 
of 1906 this one house hes sold 1,600,000 of these 
souvenir post cards of all types, of which about 750,000 
are of the nature calling for the activities of Inspector 
Stuart of the postoffice secret service. 

In the experience of this young woman there are 
certain types of persons coming into the place which she 
can pick out at a glance as customers who will pass 
back to the section of counter th which the questionable 
and objectionable picture cards are displayed. B: 
far the greater number of these customers are men 
and nothing in the card line on display is too broad 
and suggestive for purchase, with the proved intent 
of the buyer to send them through fhe matis. 

This proof is easy insmost cases, for, after paying 
for the cards, the customer buys 1 cent stemps in like 
numrbers, directs the cards at a wrifing desk in the shop, 
and goes out with the cards in his hands to find the 
nearest street letter box. Standing for an hour in this 
central shop, observant of the men and women who 
huy these cards, one may get an idea of the vulgar types 
which find humor or malicious possibilities in these 
cards. 
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Woman Sends Suggestive Card to “ Jim.” 


“This one; send it to Jim! Hew, haw, haw!” 

This Droken sentence Might have come from a mah, 
only it didn't. It was in the “horsey” tones of a large, 
well dressed woman, directed at one of her two .male 
companions, and the card which she had picked up with 
such show of enthusiasm ahd lows mirth would have 
brought a blush to any good mother’s face at her own 
dinner table. But they sent the card to Jim. 

There is a story in these cards, too, as they are 
displayed in thie particular shop. Almost without 
exception every card that illustrates a Chicago view, 
as well as the cards that show artistic worth and 
taste, beer the imprint on the address side, “Made in 
Germany.” On the other hand, every card of the 
questionable type was printed in the United States, 
and more suggestive than this statement is the fact 
that the most vicious cards of all bear the protecting 
“copyright” line issued to the printing shop through 
the Library of Congress! Thus the national register 
of copyrights is in the position of giving the pro- 
tection of the federal government to obscene, and 
even lascivious, pictures designed for circulation in 
the malls, while another government bureau is seeking 
to punish the individud! citizen who attempts to use 
these protected pictures as they are desimned to be 
u@ed.

Many New Styles Come Out Each Month. 


In the one retail house under consideration the 
American publishers of these questionable cards are 
under contract to deliver twenty-five “new styles” 
every month. While the representative of Tum Sun- 
DAY TRIBUNE stood in this shop close to the noon 
hour, a man of the “about town” type appeared in 
the doorway, Ufted his hat, smiled, and called out:

“There are people who come in here every day,” 
she sald ™ explanation. 

In the list of the legitimate souvenir cards aré hun- 
dreds that in lines, colors, and tinsel ornamentation 
might appeal to persons of the best taste who in Chi- 
cago feel like sending « line of cheerful greeting to a 


tinseliN@® effect have taken this 
on in Chicago. This one house employs twenty-five 
girls, who take the printed, colored card from the 
German presses and put the bright frosting, or the 
prilliant coloring of the tinsel upon lines or spots 
on the card, according to thé best effedt. These tinseled 
cards are among the hew ventures in the souvenir post 
card business, and their popularity is growing steadily. 
There i# nO Mull season in this business of fetailing 
souvenir cards, for, while esummer is the éeasoh in gen- 
eral, the approach of the holidays and the ohtfch fee- 
tival seasons of the spring call for millions of them.

Most Artistic Cards Are Imported. 


Two causes are found for the application of the 


tineel to these cards here in Chicago. Ih the first place, 


the duty on the printed card is much less when it comes 
through the customs Office at the place of importation: 
and, ih the se60nd place, the plain cards in bulk pack 
easier, mote Chéaply, and with less risk of damage in 
transit. Boeareély any of the tingel is lost in the 
ordinary handling of the card in the mails. 

In spite Of this growing popularity of the picture 
post card, there are tnen of the old school of business 
who havé shatp fault to find with the changes in the 
postal lawe which virtually have taken ‘the post cam 
from the pale of government regulation. In view of

the annual postal deficit, mounting int the millions of 
dollars, the changes which have admitted a private 
card almost of unlimited size and weight to the priv- 
ileges of a 1 cent postage rate is looked upon with dis- 
fawor by many citizens. 

The Chieago posteffice alone handles 280,000 
éotivenir cards a week, This is an average of 40,000 for 
each twenty-four tours, with revenue of $400 a day, 
Thése cards Will average closé to 4 cents, cost value, 
more than the cost valué of the average letter, which 
yields @ouble the postal revenue that from the 
cara. Yet in the crowded condition of the Chicago 
postoffice, where a letter from the downtown @iwtrict 
May fequire twenty-four to thirty hours for delivery 
six miles away, one-half of these souvenir post cards 
not only have no serious missien in correspondence, but 
they are more of leas vicious in purpose, a reproach 
to the national government which aots doubly in en- 
couragement of their circulation afd at al times a 
handicap to the more serious functions of the postoffice 
department. 
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OR a young Chicago man to make a round 
trip visit to Europe exten®ing over seven 
weeks, with two weeks in London and ru- 
ral England and aniintelligent “ doing ” of 
Paris on the side, all for less than $35, isa 
proposition which necessitates one’s land- 
ing in London without cost. But, once 
landed, it is the experience of Sydney 


Walker of Chicago’ Lawn that the young man needs to 


have full regard for the value of his pennies, while the 


“necessities of knowing the French and English “ ropes” 


will press upon him still. At the same time, he will 
have opportunity to cash in whatever knowledge he 
may have of “hobo” life in America. 

Mr. Walker, who is a student in the University of 


-* Chicago, made this record trip on a little short of $35. 


But in vacations past he has covered a good portion of 
the American “west” on a good deal less money than 


oe this—transportation included free—and distinctly he is 


not a novice, 


Shipped for Eadis's as «Sig ” on Cattle Ship. 


In doing Burope on his $35 Mr. Walker found the 


oa ‘rail trip from Chicago to Boston, in his rdle of punching 
ap “down’ 


steers in a trainload of export cattle, sug- 
gestive of a comparative real comfort in contrast to hobo 
travel. A seat in the lookout of the caboose, which makes 
Buffalo in thirty-four hours, is educational far beyond 
a drawing room car window in a twenty tour train for 
New York. But the ten days on a cattle ship between 
Boston and London is another story. 

The cattle ship was the Lancastrian, built for the 
cattle trade. It had a cargo of 750 live steers of first 
grade, with 16,000 pounds of dressed beef in the hold. 
There were officers and crew, netessarily. Quite as 
necéssary, too, were the fifteen cattlemen, or “ stiffs,’’ 
of which Mr. Walker was one of two Americans, and 
the two Irish foremen of the cattlemen’s gang. It was 
incidental, merely, that ten of the fifteen cattlemen 
were Jews, two of them Russians.and the other of no 
particular nationality that he ever said anything about. 

But it was material beyond all question that no 
cattleman ever should approach the vicinity of the of- 
ficers’ quarters on any pretense whatever and etill more 
material that the cattlemen’s quarters were in the for- 
ward part of one of the, cattle decks, where the noises 
and the smells of seasick cattle made sleep so impos- 
sible that through the ten day trip Mr. Walker slept 
either on the outside deck or on the hay stored in the 
hold.

Food on Board Was of Worst Sort. 


Three classes of food were served on the vessel— 
.officers’ food, sailors’ food, and cattlemen’s food. Mr. 
Walker was served with this food of the third class, 
beginning each day with a breakfast of oatmeal in a tin 
pan, garnished with a brown, sweet slime ‘resembling 
sugar; “cobs of punk” resembling Dread from Pom- 
peli; and coffee without milk or sugar. Dinner at mid- 
day consisted of “salt ’oss,”’ in the greasy, slimy barley 
soup in which it was boiled; “cobs of punk,” which each 
Aday became more nearly petrified; and “spuds "—in- 
terpreted as potatoes with the jackets on. On the two 
Sundays aboard “plum duff” with its slimy sauce lent 
variation. For supper, always, there were “cobs of 
punk” and the black coffee. 

Twenty-four hours from Woif Rock and land the 
cattle sniffed the balm of Bnglish shores and began 
bawling their greetings, a noise which scarcely sub- 
sided until the creatures were landed in the abattoirs at 
Gravesend. The next morning the Lancastrian tied up 
in its berth at the Esat India docks in London, and Mr. 
Watlker’s two weeks in Burope for a little less than $35 
had begun.

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Lodgings Secured in London for $1.68 a Week. 


In London, lodgings were the first of the requisites. 
These lodgings were secured in Kings Cross, St. Pan- 
cras, in a private home on payment of $1.68 converted 
into British money. Everything that could be required 
was found in this particular home at No. 10, while the 
whole neighborhood is famous for the quality and rea- 
sonableness of its lodgings. Buses and tram cars are 
accessible on all sides, and in the buses of double decks 
the sightseer of small means finds one of the cheapest 
and best means of seeing outside London. Two cent 
fares on a London bus is a ride, while the Mmit of 6 
cents makes the passenger willing to disembark in the 
interest of change. 

In the experience of Mr. Walker it is of considerable 
moment in a $35 trip that the economizing traveler 
get as many Saturdays into the fortnight as possible. 
If he can get the full two Saturdays and a national holi- 
day also he will be all the luckier. The importance of 
the Saturday and the holiday comes in through the 
British observance of them, transportation lines offer- 
ing extremely low rates in all directions and places of 
public interest opening their doors free to visitors. 
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Full Dinner in Restaurant for 16 Cents. 

Having the lodgings at figures which surprised 
him, the question of food was next inorder. Mr. Walker 
does not eat a hearty breakfast, and he distovered 
that for 8 cents he could get a glass of good milk, 4 
coffee cake and butter, served neatly in a neat coffee 
house where the waiter did not expect a tip for the 
service. 

Dinner at noon could be got in a restaurant of some 
pretension to show windows and napery for a total of 
16 cents, as follows: 

“Hot cut off the joint” 


Bread, butter, and napkin. 

How cheap the holiday transportation may be on an 
English railway for the young man who isn’t above 
third class compartments was proved when Mr. Walker 
went down the coast to Arundel, eighty miles from 
London. for the round trip rate of 72 cents. From 
Arundel in several directions side excursions were pos- 
sible at the same cheap rate, and the same is true of 
all such places within a hundred miles of London, the 
rates holding over Saturdays and Sundays. 

-* * 
Places of Interest Seen without Charge. 


One can enter many of the public places of interest 
in London on these holidays without charge, whereas 
on ordinary days the doorkeepers are likely to draw 
heavily on a purse with only $34 and something in it 
which must last till he is home again in Ohicago, 4,000 
miles away. The tower of London is free and the gate- 
man's charge to the zodlogical gardens is cut more than 
half in two for the Saturday holiday. But even more 
than the stock places of interest in the metropolis Mr. 
Walker found Whitechapel streets, the docks, and those 
places made famous by Dickens and Thackeray, easy 
of atcess by the buses and trams, after which walking 
would bring his appetite up to the normal for the 
next meal. 

In the summer season the excursion fever is at its 
height in Great Britain and the western edges of the 
continent share in it. The excursion which took Mr. 
Walker to Paris gave a third class round trip rate 
of $6.25, good for two weeks’ stay in the French capital. 
In Paris the omnibus is the same cheap vehicle for the 
sightseer that it was in London, while the smaliness 
of the city in comparison makes walking possible in 
the matter of the principal places of foreign interest.

Paris Meal with Wine Costs 30 Cents. 

In the Rue Saint Ferdinand, where Mr. Walker 
found bed and breakfast for 48 cents are many such 
lodging places. In general in these matters of necessi- 
tiles Paris is the dearer city, though the economical 
traveler gets more for his money. A Paris dinner. 
costing about 30 cents, includes a tip for the waiter

Taking in thé public garden of the city, the Jardin * 
de Paris exacts 20 cents admittance, though a draft 
of wine goes with the fee. The Café de l’Ambassadeurs 
admittance is 30 cents: the Moulin Rouge is free: the 
Bal Tabaran is 40 cents, and the Moulin de le Gallette 
20 cents. Most of the public buildings may beeentered 
without fee. 

How cheaply trips ae be made from the French 
capital is shown in the Pour hour river run from Paris 
to Saint Cloud and return for 8 cents and the round 
trip to Versailles for 30 cents. Mr. Walker is something 
of a swimmer, and he found excellent and cheap oppor- 
tunities from the floating bathhouses in the Seine, 
where ine charge for all requisites was about twelve 
cents.

A Few French Lessons Proved a Great Help. 


* TI had six months of French before I started on the 
trip,” said Mr. Walker, “and I must say I was sur- 
prised at the service I got out of the teaching. I found 
I could ask almost any question intelligibly, just as 
I could answer the question in French. When one 
considers the jokes at the expense of the French speak- 
ing Bnglishman in France he will appreciate my sur- 
prise.” 

Back to London by night and aboard the cattleship 
Georgian the next afternoon finished the trip for this 
young student. The returning vessel Was slicked and 
clean from keel to topmast and the home bound “stiff” 
of the few returning to Bosten, had little to do, other 
than getting on the outside of the ship’s provender 
and worrying in rough weather over its cargo of nitro- 
giycerin and rags. And there were so0me rough days 
and nights on the return trip. Mr. Walker put in some 
of the idle time on his hands by pumping distilled water 
from the ship’s depths, taking @ pail and supplies of 
soft soap, and renovating his clothing, Such as would

Ten and a half days out of London landed the ves- 
sel in Boston and a Sunday rate of $1.75 sent the young 
man to New York for a visit of a day or two. : Thence 
his return transportation to Chicago operated, landing 
him in the La Salle street station, almost two months 
from ‘this time of leaving the Yards, having spent one- 
third the cost of a berth in the first cabin of an At- 
lantic diner between Boston and Liverpool: And there

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MOTOR IS MAGIC 
IN TORPEDO BOAT 


New Petrol Driven Craft Built 
in England Is Miracle 


of Speed. 
KING THINKS IT’S FINE. 


Edward Has Toylike Instrument 
of Destruction Brought to 
Cowes for Trial.

LONDON, Sept. 6—The moter engine has | 


again triumphed over the steam 
Messrs. Yarrow & Co, of Poplar, who prob- 
ably have built more 
stroyers than any other firm in 
have now turned out a motor torpedo boat 
which has amply demonstrated its over- 
whelming superiority for the deadly work 
for which It is designed to all steam driven 
eraft of the same class. 1 

After being subjected to exhaustive trials 
the boat has been purchased by the admiralty, 
and ere long a targe number of them will 
probably be adde@ to the British navy. 

By the king’s request the novel craft was 
sent to Cowes during the regatta week, that 


he might judge for himeelf the capacity of | 


the boat, which, it is predicted, is destined to 
work a revolution In mosquito warfare. After 
watching with délight the amazing speed and 
ease with which it maneuvered through the 
fleet, he took a trip on board of it, accom- 
panied by the queen, the prince of Wales, the 
king and queen of Spain, and Admiral Sir 
“ Jackie’ Fisher, the man who really runs 
the British navy. 


Attains Speed of Twenty-four Knots. 


The boats sixty feet by nine feet beam, is 
provided with three propellers, and hasa 
speed when loaded with three tons (an ample 
allowance for weight of torpedoes and fuel) 
of twenty-four knots. A torpedo boat of 
similar dimensions driven by steam, and car- 
rying the same load, could attain only eight- 
een knots. The radius of action of the for- 
mer is 300 miles for one ton of fuel, while that 
of the latter is only 60 miles. 

To any one who has the faintest conception | 
of the requirements of torpedo warfare theese ~ 
figures will indicate that the steam torpedo 
boat simply “ lent in it ” with the motor tor- 
pedo boat. It weighs ofily eight tone while 
the steam craft weighs twelve. Its internal 
combustion engines demand a créw of only 
two hands below decks. It has no funnels 
belching forth flame and smoke when going 
at top speed to betray its presence to the 
enemy. 

Every point of comparison is in the motor 
boat's favor. Its comparatively light weight 
and small size ‘make it possible to traneport

Fuel Ingeniously Stored. 


A feature which is especially noteworthy 
ig the method of storing the fuel. Recog- 
niging the danger of storing this highly in- 
flammable material In a craft designed for 
use in warfare, Mr. Yarrow has designed a 
most ingenious method of overcoming this 
peril. The after part of the boat is cut away 
in the form of a razor and a steel] tank. bullt 
to the exact section of the hull, is fitted into 
the gap. Should any mishap occur to this 
reservoir the petrol would not find its way 
into the hull, while it would be a compara- 
tively easy matter to detach the tank and let 
it go bodily overboard. 

With the advemt of the motor torpedo boat 
naval experts predict a new departure in the 
system of naval defense adopted for the pro- 
tection of estuaries and harbors. The original 
idea of the torpeco boat flotillas was that 
they should consist of a great number of 
small unis, each possessing a high speed, 
exposing a small area to gun fire and costing 
comparatively little to bulld. But the 
steadily increasing speed of the larger fight- 
ing ships necessitated a still greater increase 
of speed in the mosquito craft to enable them 
to escape from the bigger vessels by running 
away when circumstances were unfavorable 
to their peculiar mode of warfare. 

In broad daylight, with surprise im poss!- 
ble, a torpedu boat that had not the heels of 
@ cruiser or a battleship. would be simply 
foredoomed to destruction. But with steam 
propulsion the increased speed could only be 
obtained by using much larger and powerful 
engines, which in turn necessitated much 
bigger boats. Beginning at something like 
75 feet, the length of these craft has in- 
creased to 150 feet, and their cost has in- 
creased in a vastly greater ratio.

For the price 
of one modern destroyer twenty such craft 
could be built; for what it costs to build one 
Dreadnought 850 of them could be supplied. 

The firm is now engaged in designing a 
motor torpedo boat of a large type that will 
be quite as seaworthy as the destroyer, con- 
siderably speedier, and carrying sufficient 
fuel in the form of petrol to enable it to re- 
main at sea for a much longer period. At 
this rate it would seem that the motor cruis- 
er, to be followed later by the motor battle- 
ship, is not far distant.

Woodruff, Wis., Said to Hold World’s 
Record as a Whisky Center— 
It’s a Lumber Camp. 


Kansas City, Mo.—A man: who had gone to 
Wisconsin to be cured of “ hay fever” re- 
turned to Kansas City this morning. “ Talk 
about restricting the number of saloons,” he 
said; “ talk about Sunday closing; I'we had 
an experience.” 

Then he toié about Woodruff, Wis., that is 
said to hold the wor!d’s record for having the 
greatest number of taloons per capita. It has 
fifteen saloons, one genera] store, and only 
ninety inhabitants. The mayor, membere of 
the city council, and city marshal are saico;. 
keepers. There is a Sundzy closing ord!nance 
in existence that applice to only ihe cne mer- 
chant. The saloons remain open day and 
night, week days and Sundays. 

Woodruff is near the Lac du Flambeay In- 
dian re@rvation and within a few miles o< 
some cf the largest lumber camps in northern 
Wisconsin. The laborers in the logging camps 
flock to the little town on pay duye after a 
month of hard work and spend their earrings 
for drink. It is nothing cut of the ordinars 
to see fifty drunken men lying tn the streets, 
some bleeding from wounds received in fights. 

“ When there is a murder or any ot ber réal- 
ly serious offense,”’ the Kaneas City man said. 
“the town marshal arreste the cffenders, but 
@ little thing like being drunk and disturbing 
the peace Is paseed without notice. - 

“ Woodruff Is a typical lumber and logging 
camp. The saloons pay a license fee of only 
$100 a year to the str‘¢ ané county. and all 
the city officials being saloon men the busi- 
ness ie free co far as the town fs concerned. 
‘We rarely have a murder here,” the towa 
marshal told me.

MAKE ALCOHOL FROMCORNCOBS 


Tests Are Made at Iowa Agricultural 
College—Cost of Manufacture Is 
but 3 Cents a Gallon. 


Ames, Ia.—Interesting experiments which 
have been conducted at the exper'ment sta- 
tion of the Iowa Agricultural college show 
that alcohol can be made cheaply out of 
corncobs. 

One of the great problems of canners has 
always been the disposition of the cobs from 
the corn, which soon become sour and must 
be hauled away daily. The discovery ‘iat 
alcoho] can be ex from the cobs 
means that what heretofore has been a 
source of great expense now can be converted 
Into a valuable by-product. 

The teste show that there are eleven 
gallons of alcohol in a ton of green cobs. 

The process of distillation f# simple. A 
conveyor carries the cobs te a grinding 
machine, where they are reduced to a pulp 
This pulp is mixed to the proper consistency 
by the use of water and the mass is then 


brought toa boll. After being boiled a short 

time yeast is put into the pulp and the whole 

masse is allowed to ferment. After that the 

usual process of distillation is followed. 
The cost of manufacture is stated to be 

aboat 3 cents a gallon. When 

ie denaturiged this means that alcoho! for 


fuel purposes can be sold at 20 cents a gallon 
and'still leave a good profit to the distiller and

Straight brimmed sailors and these veils go togeth- 
er, and it is the one that has made the other popular. 
A favorite way of trimming sailors is to lay wings 
fiat on the crown. If they are short, stiff ones, square 
o- the middie, and if the long bending kind, a little to 
one side and pointing way off to backwards. If you 
have a low. flat sailor put wings flat on the crown, and 
circle velvet ribbon around it, drawing the ribbon off 
over the brim as it gets to the back. This leaves & 
bare place in the back of the hat which is more thas 
meade up for by the full cache peigne underneath, alse 
made of these velvet ribbon loops, hanging downward. 
If you are fond of that always lovely combination, mo- 
line an* wings, one of the most fashionable ways of 
trimming a felt hat open to you is to drape moline 
around it, over the brim and through its wings, keep- 
ing all of the same color, say, for instance, navy blue. 
The moline should be laid in smooth, plaited looking 
folds, and then a contrast made to this by putting it 
underneath in soft feathery looking rosettes. There is 
a lasting good style about a hat carried out Iike this, 
and if you like you can add warmth to it by a velvet 


binding.

Another of the best of the conventional things is 
the all black hat with green wings, following the 
shades of the green ostrich feathers so much seen on 
black hats. These are In a strong and yet soft green, 
and come in long wired wings, which bend and lay on 
beautifully, and which can be used as effectively by the 
person with clever touch es the more luxurious ostrich 
tips. There are some who will like this combination 
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as it was seen on a light gray hat, the black being used 
as a velvet facing, and the green wings at the sides. 

One thing to remember is the fact that there is 
less bandeau—less up and down that is—and the one 
that is used reaches well around into the front of the 
hat. Many of the round shapes are set almost square 
on the head, and yet again there is the close, narrow 
hat, and others with long trifmmings reaching out at 
the back, which still demands the high bandeau.’ and 
this will be seen quite as often. The full cache peigne 
still is noticable, -as it is arranged to drape down over 
the hair, especially where it is made of loops of ribbon.

All black hats are being worshiped in Paria, and 
will be seen to a great extent here. These wil! be in 
both dress hats and in little everyday felts trimmed 
in velvet. Plenty of velvet really is the best Asset of 
the home milliner, and if she does not possess a hand- 
some pair of birds, a small wing or coque feathers can 
be helped out wonderfully by velvet arranged along 
with it on the same slant as wings.
